Antony He bent his whole efforts againft the king 
perfJhufy of Armenia, and made no fcruple to oppoie 

*tbeh^ ^P erfid y t0 P er fidy- As loon as the feafon 
'Jrmewt ! wou ^ permit, he left Egypt, and, putting 

himfelf at the head of his troops, marched to¬ 
wards Armenia, fending letters however, and 
deputations before him to Artabazes, in or¬ 
der to engage him to come and join him, 
endeavouring to deceive him by fpecious 

promifes, 
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promifes and falfe proteftations of friendfhip, 
which he carried fo far as to demand his 
daughter in marriage for one of his Tons which 
he had by Cleopatra. 

The king of Armenia, who was fenfible of 
what he had deferved from him, and had at 
that very time entered into a fecret negotiation 
with Oftavius, put no confidence in Antony’s 
carefles. He contrived excufes to elude his 
preffing invitations, and to avoid putting him- 
felf in the power of him whom he had offend¬ 
ed. But the Roman general ftrengthened his 
follicitations by the terror of his arms, ad¬ 
vancing with his troops towards Artaxata, the 
capital of Armenia. The furprize which this 
occafioned, determined Artabazes at laft to go 
to the Roman camp, and try if the outward 
appearance of confidence would have any effett 
upon Antony’s generofity. 

He had foon occafion to repent of the ftep he 
had taken, for he faw himlelf immediately fcized. 
Antony’s pretence for it was, that he had need 
of money, in confequence of which he wanted, 
that the treafures of the king of Armenia, which 
were kept in feveral fortreffes, Ihould be de¬ 
livered up to him *, and he could not expect to 
conftrain thofe who had the care of them to a 
compliance, but by keeping their king a 
prifoner, and obliging them to purchafe his 
liberty at the price of his treafures. Artabazes 
agreed to Antony’s propofal, and being pre- 
fented fucceffively before the different fortrefles, 
he order’d their gates to be opened. But the 
Armenian lords refufed to obey thofe orders, 
which were manifeftly extorted by violence; 
and feeing their fovereign captive, they pro¬ 
claimed his eldeft fon Artaxias king in his

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a.r. 7 TS llead. Upon this Antony put off the nufk, 

C 34 ' and caufed Artabazes to be put in chains of 
Elver, affefting to preferve an outward fliew 
of refpect for the dignity of the king, whilft 
he was doing an open violence to his perfon. 

He con- Thus a war was declared, but it was neither 
?~ rJ of long duration, nor attended with difficulty 
mez:a ' on the part of Antony. Artaxias fo newly 

placed on the throne, could not refift an enemy 
fo fuperior in force, and whom they had im¬ 
prudently received into the heart of the king* 
dom. He was intirely defeated in a battle, 
and obliged to retire into Parthia. Armenia 
fubmitted to the Roman yoke, and the whole 
family of Artabazes, his wife and children, be- * 
came prifoners to Antony, all except Ar¬ 
taxias. 

Such was the origin of the troubles which 
oppreffed for a long time Armenia, continu¬ 
ally ftiaken by two powerful empires, between 
whom it was fituated, being fuccefiively invad¬ 
ed by the Romans and Parthians, without re¬ 
maining fixed under the power of either *, en¬ 
joying a precarious liberty only at intervals, 
but never an entire repofe. 

H-: r:tum s Antony finifhed his exploits this campaign, 
* Uxan ‘ by the conqueft of Armenia i and contenting 
kimfelf with continuing his alliance with the 
uirfbi. king of the Medes, by the project of a marriage 

between one of his Ions and a daughter of that 
prince, he left a fufficient number of troops 
in Armenia, to keep poffefiion of that king* 
dom, and returned with the reft into Egypt. 

There he made a trophy of a victory which 
the ancient Roman generals would have blufh- 
ed at, and even had the affurance to tranfport 
into Alexandria a glory which till then had 

2 been 
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been referral to Rome alone. He triumphed, £; t R, c 7,8 ‘ 
tho’ a Roman, in the capital of Egypt, in or- 34 

der that Cleopatra might lhare in the pomp, 
and receive all the honours of it. Thither they 
carried the fpoils of Armenia *, and there Arta- 
bazes appeared prifoner, bound in chains of 
gold, together with his wife and children, and 
feveralof the nobles of the kingdom, being all 
condu&ed to the feet of Cleopatra; who fur- 
rounded with a brilliant court, and a great 
multitude of fpe&ators, was feated on a 
throne of gold, which fupported an alcove of 
filver. Antony’s intention was that his pri- 
foners Ihould render humble obedience to the 
queen of Egypt, and proftrate themfelves be¬ 
fore her •, but their haughtinefs would not fub- 
mit to this. Artabazes, tho’ in this mortify¬ 
ing fituation, ftill remembred that he was the 
fon of the great king Tigranes, fo that he 
would neither kneel before Cleopatra, nor in 
fpeaking to her give her the title of queen. 

This haughtinefs of Artabazes mortified An¬ 
tony, and became at laft fatal to the captive 
king, who was fent to prifon, and put to 
death foon after the battle of A&ium. 

The conqueft of Armenia was only the be¬ 
ginning of Antony’s defigns j his chief aim 

being to fubdue Parthia. Animated by his 

own refentments, fpurred on by the follicitati- 
ons of the king of the Medes, and flufhed 
with the hopes of fuccefs, which by joining 
the Median cavalry with his legions, was, in 
his opinion, unqueftionably certain, he fet put, 
and arrived in Syria, in the beginning of. the 
fecond confuHhip of O&avius.

In the beginning of this year, Odtavia ob¬ 
tained leave of her brother to go and vifit her 
hufband. He granted her requeft, lefs from 
a motive of doing her a pleafure, in the opi¬ 
nion of moft authors, than from the hopes 
that Antony would ufe her ill, and that there¬ 
by fhe would become the occafion, though 
innocently, of exciting againft her faithlefs, and 
ungrateful fpoufe, an univerfal difcontent in 
the minds of the people, by whom Ihe was 
very juftly held in the greateft efteem. This 
artifice was of a piece with Oftavius’s temper, 
and he muft have been fenfible that he flood in 
need of it; for Antony, notwithftanding all his 
faults, had a confiderable number of friends in 
need Rome, and his reputation there was ftill 
very great. For this reafon the young and artful 
Triumvir, feems for fome years immediately 
preceding the rupture between him and An¬ 
tony, to have been entirely bufied in effacing 
the too favourable imprefficns of his rival left 
in the Romans, both by laying hold of every 
occafion of rendering him odious, and making 
himfelf appear in as amiable a light as pof- 
fible. 

The effect which he promifed himfelf from 
this journey of Oftavia, turned out as he ex- 
pedted. As foon as Ihe arrived at Athens, fhe 

received letters from Antony, ordering her 
not to proceed any farther *, alledging, by 
way of excufe, the war which he was prepar¬ 
ing to carry into the empire of the Parthi- 
ans. Octavia was not deceived by that pre¬ 
tence, 
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tence, and fhe eafily penetrated into the true A * R * 7 * 9 * 
reafon of fo mortifying an order. Mean while Ant * ’ 33 ‘ 
always fubmiflive and full of good-nature, fhe 
only wrote to her hufband to afk him where 
he Chufed to have the things fent to, which 
fhe had brought to him from Rome. Thefe 
were cloaths Tor the troops, horfes and mules 
for the baggage, money and prefents for the 
chief commanders and Antony’s friends, to¬ 
gether with two thoufand choice men, well 
armed, richly equipped, and diftributed into 
pretorian cohorts for his guard. Niger, who 
was efteemed and refpefted by Antony, was 
the perfon who carried Odavia’s letter 5 and 
with a detail of the things I have juft men¬ 
tioned, he joined the praifes juftly due to her 
who fent them.

nity of behaviour, fhould gain the fuperiority. 

The artful Cleopatra had recourfe to a ftra- 
tagem. She feigned herfelf fo paflionately in 
love with Antony, as to run a rifle of dying 
by theapprehenfionoflofinghim ; and (headed 
this comedy with a furprizing addrefs. She 
eat very little in order to make herfelf mea¬ 
gre \ andaffeded a confuflon whenever Antony 

approached, 
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a . r. 719 approached, languifhing after him always when 
Ant * c * 33 ' he retired. In fhort file contrived it fo that he 

often furprized her weeping, but fhe immedi¬ 
ately fuppreffed her tears, as unwilling to have 
them obferved. 

To heighten this diflimulation, fhe employ¬ 
ed hatterers, who reproached Antony of be¬ 
ing hard-hearted and cruel, in deftroying a 
woman whofe heart and fortune were entirely 
attached to him. u As for your marriage 
“ with Odtavia, faid they, that was a political 
cc match, on account of her brother, and fhe 
tc enjoys the name and honour of your fpoufe ; 
u whereas Cleopatra, who is queen of fo ma- 
ic ny nations, is called Antony’s miftrefs. And 
iS fhe neither refufes nor difdains this name, 
“ provided fhe can only have the fatisfaftion 
“ to fee you and pafs her days with you. 

But if fhe muft be deprived of that winch 
41 is the only object of her wifhes, you will 
<c infallibly ruin her, for fhe can never fur- 
44 vive fo fenfible a misfortune.” 

0 a avia This fcheme of Cleopatra’s was too art- 
camot fully laid, and too well concerted, for Antony 
fair nave t0 b e able to avoid the fnare. He was then in 

Syria, and he not only denied Odtavia leave 
to vifit him, but he alfo abandoned his expe¬ 
dition againft the Parthians, and notwithftand- 
ing the favourable opportunity which the * 
troubles of that empire prefented him with, 
and his engagements with the king of the 
Medes, he wrote to that prince that they muft 
defer the execution of their defign ’till another 
opportunity, and returned to Alexandria, for

O&avia being reje&ed by her hufband re* She returns 
turned to Rome, and her brother, who want- t ^ ome : / 
ed only to increafe the diffenfion betwixt them, favour. 
advifed her to leave Antony’s houfe, and take 
an apartment where toe might live retired, as 
If toe had no hutoand. But the virtuous 
Odtavia pofitively declared to him, that toe 
would not leave her hutoand’s houfe. She 
even begged of him, if he had no other rea- 
fons for making war againft Antony, to forget 
every thing which perfonally regarded her. 
cc For, fays toe, it would be toameful that 
tl two fuch great and powerful generals, the 
“ one from the motive of love for a woman, 
u and the other from that of jealoufy, toould 
“ throw the Roman ftate into a new civil 
“ war.” 

O&avia’s conduft was agreeable to thofe 
generous declarations. She continued in An¬ 
tony’s houfe, taking care not only of the 
children toe had by him herfelf, but alfo of 
thofe of Fulvia. And when ever any of Antony’s 
friends came to Rome, they always found her 
difpofed to afiift them, and to do them all the 
fervice to* could with her brother. By this 
noble behaviour toe hurt Antony, contrary to 
her intentions; for the more merit toe toew-* * *** 


ed, the more people were exafperated at th z knowledges 

affront toe had fuffered from him. Cleopatra 

Antony gave himfelf no trouble to quiet^J^ 
thefe complaints: on the contrary he feemed ani 

to pride himfelf in exafperating the fpirit of declare* 
the Romans ftiil more againft him, by a pom - the M- 
pous ceremony, of which the fplendid and ^ 

theatrical apparatus, quite contrary to the 

manner kingu 
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a. r.. 719. manner and maxims of the Romans, pro- 
Aa: ‘ c ' 35 'claimed to the world that he was no more 

himlelf, having forgot every thing elfe but 
Cleopatra. 

He affembled the people of Alexandria in 
the 1 Gymnafium, where there was raifed an 
alcove of filver, under which were placed two 
thrones of gold, one for himfelf, and the 
other for Cleopatra, who came to feat herfelf 
upon it cloathed, according to her cuftom, in 
the ornaments and attributes of Ifis, the prin¬ 
cipal deity of the Egyptians. Below were 
feats for the queen’s children. There Antony 
diftributed the crowns, and prefently after, 
having folemnly protefted, that he took Cleo¬ 
patra for his lawful fpoufe, he acknowledged 
and declared her queen of Egypt, of Lybia, 
of the ifland of Cyprus, and of Coelefyria, 
conjointly with Qcfario, whom he declared at 
the fame time to be the true and lawful fon of 
the diftator Gefar. Afterwards he gave to 
the two twins which he had by Cleopatra, 
Alexander and Ptolemy, the title of kings of 
kings. He appointed for Alexander’s foare, 
who was to marry the daughter of the king of 
the Medes, Armenia, which was lately taken 
from Artabazes, and by a very ridiculous 
claufe, the country of Parthia, as foon as it 
fhould be conquered. To Ptolemy he allotted 
a more certain eflabli foment, viz. Syria, Phe- 
nicia, and alfo Cilicia. After this proclama¬ 
tion, the two new kings approached the 
thrones of Antony and Cleopatra, cloathed in

head *, and Ptolemy with the robes which were 
worn by the fucceffors of Alexander, the flip¬ 
pers, military coat, and cap covered with a 
diadem. In this pompous drefs, they paid 
their refpefts to Antony and Cleopatra. Af¬ 
ter which they feated themfclves, being each 
attended with a guard, the one of Armenians, 
and the other of Macedonians.

All fenfe of decency was fo greatly extin- 
guifhed in Antony, that after having afted 
this ridiculous fcene in Alexandria, he was not 
afliamed to fend an account of it to the Con¬ 
fuls at Rome, viz. Domitius Ahenobarbus, 
and Sofius, who were both his friends.

great pains to communicate it to the Senate R omans . 
and people. He was perfonally piqued at the 
honours beftowed upon Gefario, whom he 
faw they affefted to oppofe to him as a rival 
with regard to his quality of fon and heir of 
Gefar. And with refpeft to thofe objefts 
which interefted the public, a queen acknow- . 
ledged as a wife by a Roman General, and the 
title of King beftowed upon their children * 
large provinces difmembred from the empire, 
in order to augment Cleopatra’s dominions, 
or to beftowthem upon new Kings *, the pomp 
of the triumph tranfported from Rome to

Oftavius to raife the hatred and contempt of 
the people againft Antony. 

The young and artful Triumvir laid hold of 
thefe advantages, without ftiewing any kind 
of regard for his adverfary; and from thence 
arofe difputes between them, which were a 
prelude to the war, that very foon after broke 
out betwixt them. Antony reproached Ofta- 
vius in an outrageous manner, attacking him 
upon his birth, honour, and perfonal conduft, 
as may be feen in feveral places in Suetonius. 
He fent formal complaints againft him to the 
Senate, alledging that he had ufed him ill in 
feveral particulars. The firft article regarded 
the invafion of Sicily, which Oftavius had 
taken from Sextus Pompeius, and kept to 
himfelf without admitting any one to lhare*t 
with him. The fecond regaraed thofe veffels 
which Antony had furnifhed in that war j the 
reftitution of which he affirmed was nei¬ 
ther exaft nor compleat. In the third place,, 
he complained of the depofing ot Lepidus, 
their common colleague, whofe fpoils Oftavius 
had appropriated to himfelf. And laftly, of 
the lands in Italy being diftributed by Oftavius 
entirely to his own foldiers, without allowing 
thofe of Antony to enjoy the leaft lhare. 

Thefe complaints had at leaft a fpecious ap¬ 
pearance, and Oftavius was at great pains to 
juftify himfelf on all thofe articles. He al- 
kdged that Lepidus very well deferved to be 
depofed for his unjuft ambition, contrary to 
all their agreements. That with regard to the 
lands with which he augmented his diftrift, he 
would fhare them with Antony, as foon as he 
ftiould divide his conquefts with him. With 

refpeft 
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refpeft to the diftribution of lands and colo- A - R * 7mo¬ 
nies, he anfwered with a kind of infuking Ant,c ‘ 
irony, that Antony’s foldiers had no need of 
an eftablifhment in Italy, fince by their great 
and glorious exploits they had conquered Me¬ 
dia and Armenia, which furnilhed them with 
a fufficient recompence for their trouble. 

Thus we fee that the enmity between the 
two Triumviri was carried to great excefs. 

They mutually Itrove to decry each other, and 
to find out pretexts or reafons for commencing 
the war. Antony, who probably was fenfible 
that the extremes to which his pafiions for 
Cleopatra carried him, were a great difadvan- 
tage to him, and gave a confiderable fuperio- 
rity to his rival, contrived an expedient to re¬ 
gain the affeftions of his countrymen. He 
wrote to the Senate that he was determined to 
abdicate the b Triumvirihip, as being a magi' 


► Seeing Antony ben offert 
to lay down the triumvirjbip , 
he Juppofes himftlf at this time 
a triumvir. Mean while the 
triumvir/hip which wets efla- 
blijhed at jirfl for Jive years, 
and was afterwards prolonged 
for Jive years more, ought to 
have expired, as 1 ohftrved, at 
the clofe of the preceding 
hook , the laft day of Decem¬ 
ber 719. It mufi confequent - 
ly be imagined that there had 
been a ftcond prolongation be¬ 
fore this time. In (bori I 
have obferved in the fame 
place, that from the time of 
the treaty of Miftnum , Anto¬ 
ny and Oflavius had a lied as 
if they ought to keep up the 


triumvirjbip at leaf for 
twelve years . Appian has 
an exprejjton at the end of his 
book of the wars of Ji/yrium, 
which confirm this opinion^hat 
the prolongation was for more 
than ten years. On the other 
hand the abridgment of Titus 
Livius's 13 ifi book affirms , 
that they reproached Antony 
for not abandoning the trhem - 
virjhip , thd the time of it 
was expired: which cannot 
be otherwife underflood, than 
by Juppofing that after the ten 
yean were expired , it was not 
lawful for Antony to confuter 
himftlf as a triumvir. There 
is in all this a confujson and 
obfcurity which I am mt ahk 

to

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a. r. 720. ftracy too powerful and abfolute in a republi- 
**** c - 3Z * can ftate. And thus he fpoke the reverfe of 

his thoughts, his intention being only to re¬ 
gain the affeftions of the people, and at the 
fame time to lay a fnare for O&avius, who re- 
fiding upon the fpot, ought naturally to be 
the firft to relinquifli the triumvirfhip, and 
who could neither agree to it nor refufe it 
without great embarraffments. 

Octavius took very artful meafures on this 
occafion. He difcovered a middle way be¬ 
tween two extremes which were equally dan¬ 
gerous, which was to demand that Antony 
fhould come to Rome, in order to abdicate 
the tnumvirlhip according to his promife. 
Liv. EpiL This demand was certainly very fpecious, for 
CXXXI. in the fituation they were in, with regard to 

each other, there was no fecurity for either of 
the two to take this important ftep, unlefs it 
was done in concert, and at the fame time. Be- 
fides there was no place more proper for it than 
Rome, the centre both of the empire and 
of the whole public power. This propofal 
therefore of Oftavius feemed highly reafonable, 
tho* at the fame time he ran no rifle of being 
taken at his word. For tho* Antony had not 
been eaflaved by the charms of Cleopatra, and 
confined by the afcendancy (he had over him, 
he could not, without doing an injury to him- 
felf, come to Rome, where his rival had great¬ 
ly the fuperiority, and could eafily have cru(h- 
ed him. 

Thefe tranfaftions between the two Trium¬ 
viri occafioned long and violent debates in the

7 * 01 
ty, and the two confuls then in office, were 
entirely devoted to him, as I have before ob- 
ferved ; with this difference however* that 
Domitius who had fuffered a great many dif- 
graces and misfortunes, and who having been 
haraffed for a long while by civil diffenfionSj 
knew well the danger of appearing zealous 
on thofe occafions, kept himfelf more mode¬ 
rate and referved than the other. Sofius, on 
the contrary, who was always attached to 
Antony, and till that time enjoyed a conftant 
flow of happinefs, fhewed all that pride 
which naturally refults from a long feries of 
good fortune. He openly oppofed Odavius* 
and as this triumvir abfcnted himfelf to avoid 
being expofed, the conful took the advantage 
of his abfence, and would have paffed a de¬ 
cree very hurtful to his intereft, if the tribune 

Balbus had not oppofed it. 

Odavius imagined that his patience would 
be conftrued as a weaknefs, and on the other 
fide he was loth to make ufe of force, or 0 

feem to lay any conftraint on the fenate. He 
came thither to feat himfelf between the two 
confuls, but with the precaution of being at¬ 
tended by a number of his friends, armed with 
poinards under their robes. There he began 
with a modeft declaration, and an artful apo- 
fogy for his condud. Afterwards he inveigh¬ 
ed againft Antony, and Sofius, who was pre- 
fent, pretending to convid them of feveral 
attempts againft him and the republic. He 
was heard with attention, but without the leaft 
mark of approbation. Obferving that hi 3 
foeech was not attended with the defigned 
luccefs, he appointed a day in which he would

leaft: ir.terefted himfelf in his affairs after¬ 
wards \ and being too proud to make his 
court to Cleopatra, and too grave to join in 
their toolifh amufements, had conftandy re¬ 
mained in Italy, did not think he was obliged 
to take part with Antony in the quarrel which 
was a breaking out. But at the fame time 
judging it would be indecent for him to carry 
arms againft: his old friend and benefador, he 
remained neuter. And when Odavius pro- 
pofed to him to attend him in the war, he 
refufed to do it.

Domitius found Antony at Ephefus, making Antony', 
preparations for war, and aflfembling his naval journey 
forces. He had arrived there from Armenia, tn !° 
whither he had been led by the defire he had p* r y are / (9 
to put the laft hand to his alliance with the make war 
king of Media, in order to attack conjointly o^ainji 
the empire of the Parthians. But having re- °& arvius » 
ceived news from Rome, informing him that 
a rupture with Oftavius was inevitable, he 
delivered himfelf up entirely to this objeft, 
and abandoned his intention of marching in 


perfon againft the Parthians. He therefore 
only fent fuccours to the king of Media for 
pufhingit, and in return received affiftance from 
him for the war he was going to make againft 
his colleague. At the*fame time he ordered Ca- 
nidius to advance towards the fea with fixteen 
legions, and taking with him Jotapa, the 
daughter of the king of Media, who was de- 
figned for the fpoufe of his fon Alexander, 
he went to Ephefus, where Cleopatra came to 
meet him. 

I fliall here obferve by the way that Anto- His a »- { _ 
ny’s alliance became fatal to the king of Me- anct fatal 
dia. That prince fupported by the Romans the king 
troops which had been left him, gained a 
viftory over the Parthians, and over Artaxias ’ 
whom they protefted. But afterwards Anto¬ 
ny having recalled his troops, and not fending 
back thofe whom the kina: of Media had lent 
him, this prince was too much weakened, and

was afraid, left: Antony fhould hearken to them, 
and if once fhe fhould be feparated from him, 
Octavia would hinder him from renewing any 
negotiations of alliance and peace. In order 
to prevent this fhe gained Canidius over to 
her party, and by the help of money, en¬ 
gaged him to fpeak in her favour. Canidius, 
for whom Antony had a great regard, and to 
whom he gave command of all his land 
forces, had the bafenefs unworthily to deceive 
his patron, who placed a particular confidence 
in him. He reprefented to him the important 
affiftance which the aueen could furnifh •, two

hundred veffels, including ftore Ihips, twenty 
thou land talents, and provifions for his whole 
army during'the war. “ It would neither be 
right, added he, to fall out with a princefs, 
who can procure you fuch great advan¬ 
tages, nor exafperate the Egyptians, who 
compofe fo great a part of your naval 
forces. And befides, in what is the queen 
u inferior, either with 
“ lents of the mind or prudence, to any of 
“ the kings, who accompany you in this 

44 war? 
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u war? During fo many years which fhe has^ m R ^ 7 . 10 * 
c< governed a powerful kingdom, being in- 
“ ftrufted both by your advice and example, 
u fhe is no lefs remarkable for her conduit in 
fi great affairs, than for the charms of her 

perfon.” Thus Antony was perfuaded to 
retain Cleopatra, though contrary to his in- 
tereft. For it was neceffary, fays Plutarch, 
that Oftavius fhould remain conqueror, the 
decrees of providence having fo ordained it. 

Ephefus was the general rendezvous of An- Sumptuous • 

tony’s troops, and during the time they wereW^ 
aflembling he went over with Cleopatra into 
the ifland of Samos, there to abandon him - m f ntt dum 
felf to foolifh and ill-timed rejoicings ; for 
while the kings, princes, people and towns, <m for the 
from Syria and Armenia, as far as the Egean™*'*- 
fea, had orders to fend to Ephefus all the 
provifions neceffary for war, at the fame time 
all the muficians and comedians were obliged 
to go to Samos; and while almoft the whole 
univerfe fuffered a violent commotion, and 
was filled with cries and tears, one fingle city 
amidft that univerfal diftrefs, minded nothing 
elfe but feafts, balls, comedies, and fhews 
of all kinds, and echoed with the found of 
vocal and inftrumental mufick, fo that one 


would be at a lofs to comprehend in what 
manner, and by what kind of rejoicing, they 
could celebrate a viftory, when they gave 
fuch pompous and gallant feafts in preparing 


for a war.

Antony's table was extremely d fumptuous, 
mean while Cleopatra a&ing, fays the author I 
have quoted, as a miftrefs and a queen, put 
on airs of difdain, and affe&ed to defpife the 
magnificent entertainments which Antony gave 
her. Being weary of this fubjeft, he afked her 
one day if it was poffible to add to the magi- 
ficence of his table. She anfwered him, that 
at one fupper fhe could lay out 10000000 
fefterces (about 62000 1 . fterling). Antony 
declared he thought the thing was impoffibles 
but £he infifted upon it, and the wager was 
laid. The next day, which was fixed upon to 
determine this important problem, Cleopatra 
gave a fupper, magnificent you may be fure, 
but not more fo than Antony’s commonly 
were. So that he already triumphed, and, 
with a fneer, defired her to Ihew him the bill. 
The queen anfwered him, that what had 
hitherto been ferved up was only a fmali part, 
for that fhe herfelf would confume the 10000000 
fefterces, and at the fame time fhe order’d the 
defert to be brought in. Upon which an officer, 
purfuant to the order he had received, fet be¬ 
fore her a cup of vinegar, fo ftrong that it 
would diffolve pearls. Cleopatra had then two 
of the moft beautiful pearls in the world, 
which at that very time fhe wore in her ears.

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She c took one of them, and threw it into the** ^• 7 *° 
vinegar, which having diffolved it, fhe drank nt ' * 3Z 
it off. After this fhe put her hand to the other 
pearl to do the fame by it, but Plancus, a judge 
worthy of fuch a wager, laid hold of her arm, 
and faved that wonder of nature, by declaring 
that Antony had loft*, an expreffion, which, 
after the event, was interpreted as a prefage of 
Antony’s defeat at Aftium. They add, that 
after Cleopatra fell into Oftavius’s hands, this 
pearl, which was faved by Plancus, was by 
command of the conqueror cut in two, in or¬ 
der to make pendents for the ears of a Venus 
in the Pantheon *, and thus that f goddefs was 
magnificently adorn’d with a jewel, which was 
only half the value of a fupper of ^ntony’s 
and Cleopatra’s. 

Antony having fent the comedians from Sa¬ 
mos to Priene, there to remain and wait for 
him, came to Athens, where the fhews and 
amufements were revived. Cleopatra was there Honours 
intent upon another objeft. She was jealous d ‘ crte * t0 
of the honours which Oftavia had there re- tytb^A- 
ceived*, for the virtue of this lady had raifed 
the admiration of all Greece, which loaded’her 
with all poffible teftimonies of refpeft. The

tering perions in power. They made a de¬ 
cree comprehending all kinds of honours which 
they beftowed on Cleopatra, and Antony was 
weak enough to carry it himfelf, and like an 
Atr.cnian citizen, to harangue the queen in the 
molt Bartering terms. But he had done the 
like before at Alexandria. 

/r/fftr It was at this time that he.a6tually divorced 
jtr.r; s^nOctavia, by lending an order to her to leave 

his heufe. She obeyed, taking with her all 
her hufbar.d’s children, except the eldeft, who 
fa 1 at was with Antony, and on leaving the houfe, 
R:r-.e Sh; fhe criejl, and bewailed her fortune, being fim 
'n; w t i cer e]y affected at finding herfelf one of the 
ar: ' caufes of the civil w--ar. The Romans, who 

were ipeclators of this affecting feene, at the 
fame time that they fympathized with her in 
her grief, deplored ftiil more the blindnefs of 
Antony ; they efpecialiy who had feen Cleo¬ 
patra, 3nd knew iron; ocular convidtion that 
fhe was r.o way preferable to Oftavia, either 
for‘her youth or beauty, could not conceive 
the realon o' fo fatal an enchantment. 

He lets f::p Antony was infatuated in every refpeft, for 
c* cd- .?>:• he loll in diverfions and debaucheries an op- 

hportunity which was very precious, as his ad- 
rfary was not fufficiently prepar’d,and there- 
0:lu : :uj . fore feared an attack this campaign. In fhort, 

be Tides a great many things he wanted, the 
taxes which he levied upon the people of Italy, 
exafperated them againft him. He demanded 
of the citizens the fourth part of their income, 
and the treed men were obliged to pay him the 
eighth part cf what they were worth. Thofe 

violent 
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violent extortions were univerfally complain’d ^ n f‘ c 720 ' 
of; all Italy was in confufion, and he was even ’ ' 3i ‘ 
obliged to employ his foldiers to levy the money 
and appeafe the commotions. If Antony at 
fuch a crifis as this had made hafte to approach 
him with thofe forces which he had, he might 
have put O&avius into very great danger-, 
but his negligence of his own affairs, an inevi¬ 
table confequence of foolifli paflions and too 
great love of pleafure, made him negled fo 
favourable an opportunity. O&avius had time 
to reftore quiet in Italy, and reconcile to him- 
felf the minds of the people. 

Thus he made preparations for war during 
this year very (lowly, endeavouring at the fame 
time to run down his rival more and more, 
and to put a good face upon his own adtions. 

Full of this lcheme, he received with great pi ancus 
pleafure a deferter of confiderable weight, viz. \ eacvti 
Plancus, who came to deliver himfelf up to tony, ani 
him, after having been a long time the intimate/™" 
confident of Antony. 

Plutarch excufes this condudt of Plancus, 
by alledging that it was owing to the fear of 
Cleopatra’s refentment, on whofe feparation 
from Antony he had ftrongly infilled. 

Velleius reprefents this affair in a very dif- Veil. II, 
ferent light. He calls Plancus a traytor, who Si- 
changed his party out of ficklenefs and a per¬ 
fidious temper. Plancus, according to this 
hidorian, had been the mod vile flatterer of 
Cleopatra, more low and fervile to her than the 
meaneft of her (laves. He did not refufe the 
moll: (hameful offices in Antony’s fervice, and 
he fo far forgot the decency of his rank, as tQ 
equip himfelf like a fea god, painted green, 
gnd naked, having his head bound with reeds, 

dragging 
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ta* R c 7 -^ a behind him, and dancing upon 

. J *"his knees. A venial wretch, who on every 

occafion fold himfelf to the higheft bidder. 
It was not then the love of the publick, nor 
efteem for the beft party, that determined a 
man of this charafter to leave Antony for Oc¬ 
tavius ; but Antony having reproached him at 
a feaft, for his notorious rapines and extortions, 
he was afraid, and avoided by flight the punilh- 
ment which his mifdemeanor deierved. 

This is Velleius’s account of the matter, who 
had an opportunity of knowing Plancus very 
well, and paints very naturally. Befides his 
account may be eafiiy reconciled with that of 
Plutarch, for there is nothing to hinder us 
from thinking, that Plancus probably adviled 
fending away Cleopatra from the war, and 
that Antony’s anger on that account might 
burft out into thofe reproaches, which were 
but too well founded. 

Whatever was the motive that detached Plan¬ 
cus from Antony’s fricndfliip, O&avius con¬ 
cerned himfelf very little about that. But he 
was delighted at having in him, and in Titius, 
his nephew, the murderer of Sextus Pompeius, 
witnefles and accufers againft Antony, whom 
his intereft obliged him to render as odious as 
pofllble. For thefe two deferters, according 
to the practice of fuch men, in order to juftify 
their own conduft, never fail to blame the party 
they have left, railed with open mouths in the 
Senate 2gainft Antony, and laid a thoufand 
atrocious things to his charge. This occafion’d 
a grave reprimand from an old Praetor, named 
Coponius. To 1 be fure, fays he, Antony

Oftavius liftened to thofe fpeeches with the Reaches 
greateft fatisfaftion, and Cluvius, one of his thrown up- 
partizans, feconded what had been faid, laying on Antony 
a great many accufations to his charge, which ** *^ 
all fprung from Antony’s foolifli paffion for p^/*An- 
Cleopatra. He faid he had given her the library ton. Dio. 
©f Pergamus, confifting of 200000 volumesji. L. 
that he had fuffered the Athenians to falute 
her in his prefence, by the titles of queen and 
miftrefs *, that frequently during the time he 
gave audience to princes and kings, he re¬ 
ceived from her love-letters, and read them 
before them •, that upon a certain occafion, 
when Furnius, a perfon of confiderable rank, 
and the mod eloquent among the Romans, 
pleaded before him, Cleopatra happened to 
appear, and eroding the Forum in a litter, An¬ 
tony left the affembly to follow her, and laying 
his hand upon the litter he went along with 
her. Thefe reproaches which among us would 
appear very trifling, were judged to be very 
ferious among the Romans, and it was not by . 
extenuating, but by denying them, that An¬ 
tony’s friends, who remained dill in Rome, 
undercook to excufe him. 

But there was nothing that pleafed Oftavius Antony's 
better, oVgave him more occafion of triumph, wi/lrea# 
than Antony’s will, the articles of which he"* 
was informed of by Titius and Plancus, who 
had figned it as witnefles. This will was de-^/, } by 
pofited with the vitals, and Oftavius de-Otf<m«/. 
manded it of them. They refufed to deliver 
it up, but told him, that if he chofe to come 
and take it himfelf, they neither could hinder 
him, nor would attempt to do it. He did fo,

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a. r. 7 zo. rea( j himfelf, and having carefully mark- 
’ ^“ed thofe articles which were moft liable to be 

criticifed, he read it in rull fenate and before 

all the people : but not without being cenfured 
by a great many, who thought it very ftrange 
that a man, who was (till alive, (hould be 
obliged to be accountable for what he ordered 
to be executed after his death. However, 
feveral of thofe articles were fo ridiculous, 
that they were more ftruck with the indecency 
of them, than with Octavius’s irregular man^ 
ner of proceeding. 

Antony therein confirmed Gefario the law¬ 
ful fon of Csfar and Cleopatra. He bequeathed 
immenfe legacies to his children which he had 
by her, and what (hocked the Romans moft 
was, his ordering, in cafe he (hould die in 
Rome, that his body, after the ufual honours 
were paid to it in the Forum, (hould be tranf- 
ported to Alexandria, and deliverd to Cleopa¬ 
tra, by whom he defired to be buried. 

Gmtmui, Antony’s friends oblerving that the minds 

of the people began to be difgufted at him, 

tzrrLhii h a d recourfe to prayers and intreaties with 
fritr.i: at them, and, in the mean time, fent Geminius, 
R:*;, is ui one of the party, to make the l'aft effort upon 
^ their chief, and engage him not to caufe him- 
co ignominioufly deprived of his office, 
t£(T „' and declared an enemy to the publick. Cleopa¬ 
tra, feeing Geminius arrived, gueffed the caufe 
of his journey, and looking upon him as Oc- 
uvia’s agent, fhe did whatever lay in her power 
to diloblige him, affronttfig him perpetually 
with her infulting rallery, and appointing 
him always the lowed place at their entertain¬ 
ments. Geminius waited very patiently till 
he ffiould have an audience, but at laft being

himfelf, 46 The affairs I come to negotiate, 

“ faid he, are not of a nature to be treated of 
44 at table ; but one thing I am convinced of, 

14 whether merry or. fober, viz. that every thing 
44 will go very well if you fend back Cleopatra 
44 into Egypt.” Antony was in a paflion, and 
Cleopatra, without - being moved, faid * to 
Geminius, 44 You have done very right to own 
44 the truth, and fave yourfelf from being put 
44 to the torture.” Geminius being afraid, 
made his efcape in a few days, and returned to 
Rome. A great many others took the fame 
refolution with him, not being able to bear the 
infolence of Cleopatra’s flatterers, who affronted 
them upon every occafion. 

Plutarch mentions particularly M. Silanus, Sihums 
who was afterwards Oftavius’s colleague in the?*?*' 
Confulihip* and Dellius, whom he calls Xto™* 
the hiftorian, but he is better known by the 
title which Meffala gave him, of the h tumbler 
of the civil wars, becaufe he had left Dolla- 
bella for Caffius, Caflius for Antony, and now 
Antony for O&avius. Dellius was the firft 
who had been difpatched by Antony to Cleo¬ 
patra, to order her to come and give an ac¬ 
count of her conduct I have before related in 
what manner he acquitted himfelf of his com- 
miffion. He not only fufpefted th-at the charms 
of this princefs would render her miftrefs of' 
Antony’s heart, but he was alfo fenfibly fmit 
with them himfelf. Seneca the father quotes 

feveral gallant letters from Dellius to Cleopa¬ 
tra. Towards the latter end of the time that

* 3 **by an expreffion which efcaped him at an en¬ 
tertainment. He faid, that they had only a 
thin tart wine for their cheer, while Sarmentus 
Her. Sat. (wkkA was the name of a buffoon who di- 
]. 6. verted O&avius, and whom Horace has ren¬ 
dered famous) drank of the beft Falernian wine 
at Rome. This reflection affronted Cleopatra 
very much, and Dellius pretende-d, that he was 
informed by a phyfician, name Glaucus, that 
his life was not fafe. Perhaps he told the truth, 
and perhaps he invented this ftory to excufe 
his perfidy. Cleopatra was wicked enough to 
endeavour to deftroy him, but Dellius hardly 
feemsto have veracity enough for us to depend 
uopn his word. 

Romeechoed with complaints and reproaches 
trasptad -againft Antony. His old adverfaries, as well 

fx- ^ w ^° had lately defer ted his party, all 

ajive in- join’d in condemning him •, and his own con- 
fatuation. duct w r as ftill more hurtful to him than all the 

fpeeches which were made to his difadvantage. 
A Have to Cleopatra, he appeared to have no 
other will than that of his queen, who had the 
affuxance to promife herfelf the empire of 
Rome, and who, when (he wanted to confirm 




an oath, fwore by the laws fhe would diftate 

in the capital to the whole univerfe. She had 
already a Roman guard, the foldiers of which 
had her name engraved upon their bucklers. 
Oftavius had then a fufficient foundation to 
make the Romans fear, that Antony, in cafe 
he became conqueror, would fuhjeft them to 
Cleopatra, and transfer the feat of the empire 
from Rome to Alexandria. Antony feemed 
entirely to have forgot that he was a Roman. 
He had laid afide not only the manners and 

maxims, 
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maxims, by% even the drefs of his country. 

He frequently appeared upon a throne of gold, 
cloathed in the manner of the eaftern princes, 
all glittering with purple and precious Hones, 
a Median fabre by his fide, a golden feeptre 
in his hand, and, if we may believe Florus, a 
diadem upon his head. He had aboliftied the 
ufe of the name of Pretorium,- which -fignified, 
with the Romans, the tent and apartment of a 
general in camp, or the habitation of the 
i'overeign magiftrate in the provinces, fub- 
ftituting in its ftead * one which fignifies a* 
royal tent or habitation, as [if he had yielded ° 1 '* 
the pre-eminence and right of command to Cleo¬ 
patra. In Ihort, in the fame manner as Cleo¬ 
patra gave herfelf out for the new IBs, and affutri¬ 
ed the attributes of that goddefs to her perfon, 
in the pictures and ftatues which were made 
for her, Antony caufed himfelf to be painted 
by her fide, or reprefented either in brafs or 
marble, with the fymbols which chara&erifed 
Ofiris. 

Antony, induflrious in rendering himfelf^ item 
odious to the Romans by fo many different™^ de ~ 
methods, fucceded at laft in ruining himfelf.^" 
O&avius obtained a decree Co deprive him of cLfuI/bip 

the Confulfhip, which he was to have enjoyed and the 

the following year, and likewife of the Trium- 
viral power. He did notcaufe him to be declared ral P°™ ir ' 
an enemy to the publick, either becaufe he 
durft not pufh matters to that extremity, being 
afraid of the friends which Antony had ftill at 
Rome *, or, which appears to me more pro¬ 
bable, in confequence of that fyftem of mode¬ 
ration which he had preferibed to himfelf, ever 
fincehisviftory overSextusPompeius. If An tony 
had been declared an enemy to the publick, all 
* 2 thofe 
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a. r. 7 xo. thofe who were attached to him, among whom 
Aat.c.3x. were f eV eral perfons of diftinftion, would have 

been involved in the fame condemnation; but 
Oftavius had no intention to lofe them, and 
was very glad, on the contrary, to leave them 
an open paflage to return to him. He even 
wanted that the decree, which was iffued a- 
gainft Antony, might promife impunity, and 
fignify an approbation to thofe who fhould 
leave him. 

Wa r de- ft was therefore againft Cleopatra 1 alone 
clartd a - that the war was declared. They put on the 
gainflClio- military robe in Rome, as for an imminent 

danger, which greatly interefted the fafety. of 
the Republic •, and all the ceremonies of a 
declaration of war in form, were folemnly 
obferved. 

Oftavius, in a fpeech which he made to the 
people on this fubjeft, affe&ed to fay, that 
Antony enchanted by a forcerefs was no more 
himfelf; and that the chiefs of the war againft 
the Romans would be the Eunuch Mardion, 
Cleopatra’s milliner, and her waiting woman, 

. who would direct the greateft affairs in the 
empire. Thus all this difcretion Ihewn to An¬ 
tony, who was not once mentioned in the de¬ 
claration of war, tended only to render him 
contemptible, and at the fame time more re- 
proachable and odious, feeing that without be- 
ing perfonally attacked, he muft take part 
againft his country and fellow-citizens for a

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Antony underftood perfectly well the bad*-**?*** 
intent of the Thew of moderation which his^'* 
enemy affedted towards him, and being ex-/ w/flr , 
tremely provoked, he demanded a new oath end left 
of his troops, and fwore himfelf folemnly at™*' a ~ 
the head of his army, that he would never^^ c 
make either peace or even a truce with Odtavius. 

He added, that he would abdicate the Trium- 
virfliip two months after the vidtory. Tho* 
he was far from having a fincere intention to 


perform this promife, he refilled a long time 
the importunity of his foldiers, who wanted he 
lhould allow himfelf the term of fix months; 
and it was with the greateft marks of feeming 
reludlance that he gave his confent to it. The A n 
malice was no lefs violent on the other fide • engaged by 
All Italy engaged itfelf by oath to ferve Odta -oath to 
vius in the war againft Antony. Only the city / -' TW 0c ' 
of Bologna, which had always been under the 
protedlion of Antony’s family, afked and ob-^^ v . 
tained leave not to enter into this league ag3inft Suet. Aug. 
its patron. 7 °* 

The whole year patted in thefe preparations^ whole 
for war, without any adlual hoflility commit-j'* r p°f es 
ted on either fide. Odlavius wanted to have in 
time to make himfelf fure of Italy, and to ^ 
take all the neceffary precautions for prevent¬ 
ing the commotions which his abfence might 
occafion. He had the more reafon to be afraid 
of thefe, as he knew that Antony, whom the 
opulent countries of Afia and the Eaft furnifh- 
ed with immenfe riches, had fent confiderable 
fums to Italy, and even to Rome itfelf, in or¬ 
der to re-animate the courage of his antient 
friends, and gain him new ones if poflible. 

This determined Odlavius to diftribute a gratifi¬ 
cation to his foldiers, to ftrengthen their fidelity 
Vol. XVI. D againft 
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againfl: any attempts that might be made 
to corrupt them. He likewife placed troops 
in fuch places as he fufpe&ed, or were expofed 
to the infults of the enemy. All which re¬ 
quired a great deal of care and time. 

Antony by his effeminacy and negligence 
delayed entering upon action. Towards autumn 
he arrived at the ifland ofCorcyrus, and having 
learned that the enemy’s veffels appeared upon 
the neighbouring coaft, tho* there was only a 
few of them lent for intelligence, he fuppofed 
that Octavius’s whole fleet was at fea, and re¬ 
tired towards Peloponnefus. There he put his 
troops into winter quarters, and fpent that 
feafon himfelf at Patras. 

Affairs were in this fituation when 06 ta- 
vius took poffeflion of his third Confulfhip, 
having Meflala for his colleague, who was 
fubftituted in the room of Antony. 

C. Julius Cjs.% ar Octavius, III. 

M. Valerius Messala Corvinus. 

There never were fuch powerful and nu¬ 
merous forces, both by fea and land,. feen af- 
fembled for any war, whether foreign or do- 
meftick, as thofe with which Antony and Oc¬ 
tavius prepared to attack each other. 

Antony had a 100,000 foot and 12000 
horfe, in which number the auxiliary troops 
that were fent from the kings, his allies, were 
not included. Bogud, king of a part of 
Libya, Tarcondimotus, king of the higher 
Cilicia, Archelaus, king of Cappadocia, Phila- 
delphus, king of Paphlagonia, Mithridates, 
of Commagena, and Amyntas, of Galatia, 
ferved in perfon in his army. Herod, king of 

the 
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the Medes, Malchusof Arabia, and Polemon, An -^ 7 **« 
whom Antony had made king of part of Pon- D ‘ ’ 3f * 
tus and Cilicia, had fent him fuccours. His 

fleet amounted to 500 veffels of war, a great 

many of which had from eight to ten rows of 


oars, fumptuoufly adorned, according to the 
tafte of magnificence and even luxury, which 
appeared in every thing about him. 

Odavius’s forces were not fo confiderable. 


His land-army confided of 80,000 legionary 
foldiers, with cavalry equal to that of Antony. 
His Fleet did not exceed 150 veffels, and they 
were a great deal fmaller than thofe of Anto¬ 
ny, but better built, more nimble, and far 
better manned with failors and rowers, who 
underftood how to work them perfectly well. 
Whereas thofe large hulks in Antony’s fleet 
were half empty, had no body to fleer 
them, but fuch as they had picked up, the 
greateft part of them forced into the fervice, 
and had never feen the fea ; as reapers, mule¬ 
teers, and young men almoft boys, whom 
they prefled upon the roads, difpeopling 
Greece, without being able at laft to put on 
board a fufficient number. 


The whole Roman Empire was fhaken by 
this war; the eaftern part of it rufhing againft 
the weft. Antony’s dominions reached from 
the Euphrates and Armenia as far as the Ionian 
fea ; and to thefe vaft regions muft be added 
Egypt and Cyrenaica. Odavius had on his 
fide Africa, from the diftrid of Cyrene as far 
a $ the great fea, Spain, Gaul, Illyrium, Italy, 
and the iflands of Sicily and Sardinia. But 
Italy did not furnifli him with forces only ; it 
was alfo a great fupport, and a very advanta¬ 
geous ornament to his party, as Virgil expref- 

D 2 fes 
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£M«-fes it, when defcribing the battle of Aftium, 
* 'he reprefents, on one fide, k Augufius 1 leading 
Italy to the fight, accompanied by the Senate 
and people, the houfhold gods of Rome, and 
titular deities of the empire; and, on the other, 
Antony dragging after him barbarous nations, 
a thouiand different kinds of armour, Egypt, 
the Eaft, Bactria. and, to compleat the igno¬ 
miny, an Egyptian fpoufe, who followed, or 
rather commanded him. 


By the account which I have given of the 
forces of the two parties, it appears that both 
generals had grounds to hope for viftory. In 
this each of them difeovered a ftrong confi¬ 
dence, in which policy had as great a fhare as 
A dal convidion. Odavius, who was neither proud 


Itngt jent nor vain-glorious, fent a challenge however to 
to Antony Antony; and whilft his veffels were ftill in the 
^ ports of Tarentum and Brundufium, he pro- 

ry cit/wj P°fed that he fhould come to Italy, offering to 
it by ano * leave the necefiary ports and roads free for his 
tbtr. fleet, and to go from the fea-coaft to the diftance 

of a day’s journey on horfe-back, concluding 
with a promife of giving him battle in five days 
after they were dii'embark’d •> and in cafe this 
propofal was not agreeable to Antony, he de¬ 
manded to be received into Epirus on the fame 
terms. Antony did not accept of either of 
thefe propofals, but on the contraiy made a

But in order 
to be even in rhodomontade with an enemy 
whom he never granted to be brave, he chal¬ 
leng’d him to a Angle combat, or, in cafe a 
general battle fhould be more agreeable to him, 
he propos’d that they fhould tranfport their 
armies to the plains of Pharfalia, in order to 
decide their quarrel at the fame place where 
Casfar and Pompey formerly terminated theirs. 

Thefe were frivolous propofals, and could 
never be put in execution, tho’ perhaps they 
had their ufe by encouraging the foldiers on 

both fides. Offams 

Mean time the fine feafon began to come in, ejfmhltt 
and it was now time to enter upon adtion. Oc- ail his 
ta.vius affembled at Brundufium, and the neigh-^^_ 
bourhood of it, not only all his troops, but thofe umt 
who were the mod diftinguifh’d, and had the 
moft influence amongft the orders of Senators 
and knights. He purpofed to employ the knights 
in his fervice, and to fecure to himfelf the fi¬ 
delity of the Senators by keeping them about 
his perfon. At the fame time he was delighted 
with fhewing openly to the whole univerfe, 
that the chiefs and body of the Roman empire 
were unanimoufly interefled in fupport of his 
caufe. 

With regard to the embarkation, his chief 
care, according to the example of his great 
uncle, was to prevent the veflels being load¬ 
ed with a number of ufelefs perfons and 
fuperfluous provifions. He therefore regu¬ 
lated the number of (laves which each offi¬ 
cer or Senator was to take with him, and the

After fo happy an opening 
of the campaign, Agrippa returned to rejoin 
Octavius, who, encouraged by thofe firft luc- 
ceffes, made hafte to go in fearch of the ene¬ 
my with all his forces.

Tho* he might very naturally have been ex-He is very 
pefted there about that time, yet he was very near f ur ~^ t 
near furprizing Antony, whofe fleet then lay at^j^ e 
anchor near that cape. Antony had nothing 
ready; his legions were not arrived, and his 
vefiels could hardly be rowed for want of a 
fufficient number of hands, and even thofe 
had.periflied every day with hardfhips and 
difeafes, efpecially fuch of them as were forced 
into the fervice, and were therefore obliged to 
apply to a painful labour they were not accuf- 
tomed to. They relate a very cruel and inhu¬ 
man expreffiori of Antony on this fubjeft. 

When they told him that more than a third of 
his feameh were dead, * “ Provided they pre- 
“ ferve the oars, faid he, we lhall never want 
“ hands to work them whilft there

<c Greece. 1 ’ If it be true that Antony exprefs’d 
himfelf in fo cruel and brutal a manner, he very 
well deferv’d the misfortunes which fell upon 

him. 


During the univerfal confufion which the 
fudden arrival of Oftavius occafioned, Cleopa¬ 
tra amufed herfelf in affected gaieties, which 
would hardly deferve to be taken notice of 
here, if it was not an inftance of the charafter 
of that princefs, equally ridiculous and con¬ 
temptuous. When they told her with great 
concern that the enemy had taken poffeffion of 
Torynum, a fmall town, whofe name in Greek

This infipid allufion of hers would not have 
faved the fleet. But Antony made amends for 
his negligence by his fkiil and prefence of 
mind. He had only a very few troops on 
board his veffels, and if he had been attacked, 
he muff certainly have been deftroy’d. In or¬ 
der to deceive an enemy whom it would have 
been impoffible to refill, he armed his rowers, 
and made them come upon the deck, where he 
ranged them in good order. At the fame time 
he caufed the oars to be fufpended in fuch a 
manner, as that the blades might appear in the 
air on both Tides of the veffels. This feign’d 
appearance impofed upon Odavius, and deter¬ 
min’d him to retire, being perfuaded that An¬ 
tony was in a proper condition to receive 
him. 

fhe Odavius had a double intention in that fud- 

c f th( den and unexpeded motion which he made. 
tr * oar ' He expeded either to obtain fome advantage 
‘by force, or to gain over to his fide fome of 

Antony’s troops. But not having fucceeded in 
either of thefe views, he determined to efta- 
blifh himfelf and fortify his camp on the north 
fide of the gulf of Ambracia, where he after- 
* K<r* wards built the town of * Nicopolis; and from 
cdcd Pre- hi s camp he drew three lines of cornmunica- 
*-'***• tion with the port of Comarus, upon the Ionian 

fea, at a little difiance from the port which 
was formed by the river Acheron. Antony 
occupied the two points which commanded 
the entrance of the gulf; there he had raifed 
towers or forts, keeping a ftrid guard upon 
the mouth of the harbour with his veffels, fo 

that 
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that he eould go in or out of the gulf when An. R. 7*1. 
he pleafed. His camp was extended in the** 1 ' 0, 
plain below Aftium, feparated from that of the 
enemy by the breadth of the fame gulf. 

The two armies remained a great while in Small for* 
this pofition before Oftavius could bring An -nijbtt. 
tony to a battle. The fame reafon determin'd 
them both, the one to engage, and the other 
to Ihun it. Antony’s troops were not yet all 
aflembled, and it was as much his intcreft to 
wait for thofe which he expefted, as it was his 
enemy’s to prevent their joining him. All 
therefore which happened tor fome time were 
little fkirmifhes, fmall rencounters among the 
cavalry, and captures of ftore-lhips, without 
any aftion of importance. 

As foon as Antony had aflembled all his Agrippa's 
forces, he difeovered more confidence.. H cf or,u ”?* e 
tranfported part of his army to the other fide ex * e ltlQ *' 
where the enemy were, and there formed a 
camp, leaving however his chief forces in his 
old camp near Aftium. Then Oftavius fhew- 
cd lefs ardor in prefling an engagement; but 
while he kept himfelf quiet, he had always 
fome detachments, both by fea and land, in 
adtion. In order to harafs Aiitony, and oblige 
him if pofiible to quit the poft he occupied, 
he fent feveral bodies of troops into Greece and 
Macedonia; and Agrippa, by his order, hav- 
ing put himfelf at the head of a powerful* The cape 
fquadron, took pofleflion of *Leucate, toge-ei¬ 
ther with the veffels which he found there \ Maur0 - 
fubje&ed Patras, and even Corinth itfelf. Great Je- 
Agrippa’s fuccefs made the balance incline^*™' 1 * 
,to O&avius’s fide, and ftaggered the fidelity of cmp?Abe- 
a great many of Antony’s friends-, defertions nobar but 
became very frequent in his army, and fom shaves An- 

illuftriou$^^ flr ^

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A". illuftrious perfonages, fuch as Thiladelphus 
Aat ‘ C 3 r * king of Paphlagonia, and Amyntas king of 

the Galatians, left him to go over to the ene¬ 
my’s camp. But no revolt made fo ftnfiblc an 
imprefiion on him, as that of Domitius Ahe- 
nobarbus. He was the moft diftinguilh^d of 
all Antony’s friends, both by his birth, ranky 
and noble courage. He would never ftoop to 
make his court to Cleopatra, and was the only 
perfon who, whenever he fpoke to her, called 
her always by her name. In confequence of 
this behaviour, he met with a thoufand di£» 
gufts from that haughty princefs every day. 
The averfion which this gave him, and per¬ 
haps the fear of an unfortunate event, to which 
he law every thing tended, engaged him to go 
in queft of more refpedt and a better fortune 
in Octavius’s party. Tho’ he was at that time 
ill of a fever, he threw himfelf into a boat, 
and happily patted over. Antony was much 
provoked at it, and revenged himfelf by ridi»* 
culing Domitius, attributing his flight to his 
impatience to vifit a freed-woman whom 
he loved, and without whom he could not live. 
In other refpefts he behaved very generoufly 
towards him, and, contrary to Cleopatra’s ad¬ 
vice, he fent after him all his equipage, and 
every thing belonging to him. Domitius died 
very foon after, without having time to be of 
any fervice to Oftavius, if we except that his 
example weakened the efteem of the party 
which he abandoned, and was a motive for 
others to do the fame.

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death Jamblichus, king or prince of a country 
in Arabia •, and he deliver’d over a Senator, ° * * 3I * 
called Quintus Pofthumius, to the fury of a 
number of mad people, who tore him in pieces 
like fo many beafts of prey. 

Antony’s peevifhnefs extended itfelf even to Cleopatra 

Cleopatra, and he began to 0 diftruft her. By la fl hs at 
one of thofe viciffitudeS which violent paffions^^^ r 
commonly produce, he palled from one ex- that fa 
treme to another; and fhe, to whom he had wanted t$ 
fubmitted all his inclinations, became fufped- P°jf on hitn > 
ed by him of having a defign to poifon him.^. in * ***' 
In confequence of which, whenever he eat 3 
with her, he ordered every thing that was 
ferved up to be tafted before him. Cleopatra 
made a jeft of thefe precautions, and diverted 
herfelf by proving to him that they were of no 
ufe. Once at a feaft fhe put upon her head a 
garland of flowers, which were poifoned at 
their extremities; and when they were full 
of mirth and gaiety, fhe defired Antony, ac¬ 
cording to a cuftom ufed among people of 
pleafure, to drink garlands, that is, to drink 
wine in which garlands had been fteeped. An¬ 
tony agreed to it, and taking that which Cleo¬ 
patra wore, he ftript off the flowers, and 
throwing them into the cup, he was juft going 
to drink, when the queen laying hold of his 
arm faid to him, p " I am the perfon againft

At 
the fame time fhe caufed a criminal to be 
brought in, who was ordered to drink the 
wine in Antony’s cup, and expired immedi¬ 
ately. A jell of this kind, one would think, 
mull have had fomething in it difagreeable to a 
fufpirious man •, but Antony drew no unfa¬ 
vourable conclufion from it; on the contrary, 

he renewed his former blind confidence in Cleo-

patra.

Sofius having engaged in 
He runs aZ fea-fight was beaten, and the kingTarcondi- 
rifi. of be- motus there loft his life. Antony himfelf had 
taken. no better fuccefs in a fmall adtion of the caval¬ 
ry, where he was in perfon. In lhort, he ran 
a rilk of being taken and falling into the hands 
of Oftavius. The affair happen’d in the fol¬ 
lowing manner. 

He was fituated near the enemy, in the camp 
he had formed on the north-fide of the gulf, 
and he frequently went without much precau¬ 
tion from the camp to his fleet, trufting himfelf 
to the paliladoed lines, which maintained the 
communication from the one to the other. Oc¬ 
tavius was informed of it, and placed an am- 
bufeade, which were very near feizing An¬ 
tony, for the perfon who immediately pre¬ 
ceded him was taken, and he faved himfelf 
with difficulty by running with all his fpeed. 
This adventure determined him to return to 
his old camp, at the foot of the promontory 
of A&ium.

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Seeing his affairs become more and more ^‘ t R Q 72 j' 
ruinous every day, befides a famine which be- £ „ ***' 
gan to fpread in his army, he concluded that f ^ est0 
he ought to change his plan of the war entire- try the 
ly. He therefore called together a grand fate of a 
council, to deliberate what was to be done en ~ 

fuch a conjuncture. Dio affures us, that Cleo-^^ 7 *”*' 
patra’s advice was to march back all the troops 
into Egypt/leaving only garrifons in the moft 
confiderable ports and towns in the countries 
they were to quit. A fhameful and foolifli 
advice, which I cannot believe even Cleopatra 
herfelf durft propofe to Antony. Mean while 
this hil^orian adds, that the Roman general con- 

fented to it, and that the battle of ACtium, 
which followed foon after, happened in fpite 
of Antony, when he had an intention to retire, 
and not to fight. This account, of which I 
do not find the lead hint in any other author, 
appears.to me very improbable, and I rather 
chufe to follow that of Plutarch, according to 
whom, the refolution of giving battle having 
been taken and confirmed, they only delibe¬ 
rated whether they ought to fight by land or 
fea. 

Antony had much more reafon to put confi¬ 
dence in his legions, hardened by fo many bat¬ 
tles, than in a fleet which was ill equipp’d, ill 
mann’d, and till that time had met with no 
manner of fuccefs. This was alfo the opinion 
of Canidius, who at the approach of danger, 
forgetting his complaifance to Cleopatra, ad- 
vifed his general to fend her back, and to re¬ 
tire himfelf into Thrace or Macedonia, there 
to determine the quarrel by a general battle in 
the open field. He reprefented that, in this 
cafe, Dicomes, king of the Getae, promifed 

powerful 
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powerful afliftance *, that it was not the leaft dis¬ 
honourable for him to abandon the fea to OCta- 
vius, to whom the wars againft Sextus Pom- 
peius had afforded an opportunity of becoming 
fkilfiil in fea-affairs; and that it would be very 
ftrange if Antony, who had fuch great expe¬ 
rience in land-fights, did not take the advan¬ 
tage of the force, number, and courage of his 
legions, but on the contrary put his whole con¬ 
fidence in his fleet. 

Such folid reafons as thefe would doubtlefs 
have made an impreflion upon Antony, if he 
had ftill been capable of judging for himfelf; 
but he faw nothing but by Cleopatra’s eyes, 
nor determined upon any thing but according 
to her directions. This artful princefs, who 
confidered only her own intereft, abfolutely 
wanted a naval engagement, never minding 
what might be the moft effectual means to ren¬ 
der Antony victorious, but how to procure a 
fpeedy and fafe flight in cafe of bad fuccefs. 

It was then refolved that they Ihould prepare 
themfelves for a fea-fight, and as the number 
of Antony’s failors and rowers were far from 
being fufficient for his number of veffels, he 
picked out as many of the belt fhips as he 
could well man, and burnt all the reft. Thus 
his fleet was reduced to 170 veffels, and even 
thefe were not compleatly equipp’d. And af¬ 
ter adding Cleopatra’s 60 gallics, he was ftill in¬ 
ferior to the enemy, who had 260 veffels * but 
as his were larger and loftier built, he reckon’d 
that advantage would make up for the defici¬ 
ency in the number. He embarked on board 
this fleet twenty thoufand legionary foldiers and 
two thoufand archers, taking care to caufe the 
molt illuftrious of thofe who were with him to 

S° 
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gQ on boafd, in order that it might be more 
difficult to go over to the enemy, in cafe they ’ * I# 
ihould be tempted to imitate the example 
which feveral had fet before them. 

It is related, that during the embarkation an 
old Centurion who had always been firmly at¬ 
tached to Antony, and having fought for him, 
and under his eye on a great many occafions, 
was almoft covered with fears, when he faw 
him approach, burft into tears, and fpoke to 
him as follows. 44 My general, why do you 
44 defpife thefe wounds which I have received 
■“ in fighting in obedience to your orders, and 
44 this iword which has ferved you fo faith- 
44 fully, and place your confidence in a frail 
44 piece of wood ? Leave the Egyptians and 
44 Phoenicians to combat by fea, but as for us 
44 Romans, the land is our element. Give us 
44 the land on which we are accuftomed to 
44 fight refolutely, ready to vanquifh, or to 
44 die” Antony made no reply to this, but 
putting on an air of ferenity, made a fign with 
his hand to the officer to have good courage, 
and went away to infped the embarkation. 

He recommended to this officer an affurance 
which he had not himfelf, and they remark’d 
that when the pilots wanted to leave the fails 
on ffioar, the oars being fufficient for the fight, 
he ordered them to be carried on board, un¬ 
der a pretence that they mufl not fuffer any of 
the enemy to efcape by flight. 

O&avius on his fide prepared for the engage- The hank 
ment, being very fenfible of the advantage 5 / 
which the enemy gave him, by offering him 
battle by fea. But notwithftanding the defire 
of the two genereals to engage, the ftormy 
weather prevented them for the fpace of four 

days. 
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Aiucday 8 * At laft, the fifth day, which was the 
u ' 31 'fccond of September y happening to be clear, 
ferene, and very calm, gave the two generals 
an opportunity of determining which of them 
fhould remain matter of the univerfe. 

Antony ranged his fleet before the mouth of 
the gulf of Ambracia *, giving the command of 
the right-wing to Gellius Publicola, that of 
the left to Sofius, and trufting the centre to 
M. O&avius and M. Infteius. The poft he 
referved to himfelf was to go about from one 
place to another, wherever his prefence Ihould 
Plin. be neceffary. Pliny relates, that while he dif- 
xxxii. i. tributed his orders, a imall fHh, called a Re¬ 
mora, ftopt his veflel, and obliged him to go 
into another. This magical virtue of a fmall 
fifti to render motionlefs a veflel agitated by 
the winds, waves and oars, has long ago 
been juftly deemed fabulous. 

Oftavius, gaining the fea, drew up his fleet 
oppofite to that of Antony. His lieutenant- 
generals were M. Lurius on the right, L. 
Arruntius on the left, both under Agrippa, 
who commanded in chief, and upon whom the 
whole aftion entirely depended. The Conful 
Meflala had alfo a command in this fleet, but 
it is not certain what it was. As to Oftavius 
himfelf, furrounded by a number of little 
boats appointed to carry his orders, after the 
manner of aid-de-camps, his poft, as well as 
that of Antony, was to infpett the whole. 

The two land armies, Ample fpe&ators of 
the engagement, were drawn up upon the 
Cdes of the gulph *, that of Antony command¬ 
ed by Canidius, and that of Octavius by Sta- 
tilius Taurus, encouraging the two fleets which 
were going to engage. 

2 
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Altho* Antony offered battle, he had no in- A - R 
tent ion to be the firfl who attacked. He had n ' 
recommended to thofe who had the working 
of the veffels to wait for the enemy, without 
making the leaft motion, guarding themfelves 
againft the rocks and lhallows in a narrow fea, 
and hard upon the (hoar; and the foldiers had 
orders to fight as if they were on firm ground, 
and to look upon their veffels as citadels, which 
they were to defend againft a number of be- 
fiegers. 

Odavius furveying the feveral divifions of 
his army, as foon as he was arrived at the 
right wing, obferved with furprize the tran¬ 
quillity of Antony's fleet, for at a diftance it 
appeared as if it was riding at anchor. He 
did not judge it proper to advance to the 
enemy, lying fo near the (hoar, where the 
nimblenefs of his veffels and the (kill of his 
Teamen would have been but of little advan¬ 
tage, but contented himfelf with remaining in 
his ftation at the diftance of a mile. 

This inadion of the two fleets continued till 
noon, at which time a gale fpringingup, An¬ 
tony’s officers and foldiers, impatient at a de¬ 
lay which exafperated their courage, and truft- 
ing to the largenefs and ftrength of their (hips, 
made a motion with the left wing towards the 
enemy. Odavius was extremely well pleafed 
at this, and to allow them more room to move 
farther from the (hoar, he ordered his right 
to fall back towards the ocean, in order that 
his veffels, which worked very well, might 
have fufficient room to attack advantageoufly 
the heavy (hips of Antony, which both by 
their weight and being ill equipped, moved 
very (lowly and with great difficulty.

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Prefentl y the y a PP ro ^ched each other and 
‘ 3 ' began the combat: but their manner of fight¬ 
ing did not at all refemble a naval engage¬ 
ment, fuch as was known and pradifed by the 
antients *, for the prows of their veffels were a 
kind of offenfive arms, being fet thick with a 
* Eptnns kind of ftrong * pikes of brafs. They ran 
£ strain, furioufly againft each other with their heads, 

or, which was ffcill a better method, they di- 
refted them againft the fide of the enemy’s 
veffel, in order to fplit it, and make it fpring 
a leak fo as to fink it. But here there was no 
Ihock of veffel againft veffel; thofe of Antony 
were too heavy to be pufhed with violence, up¬ 
on which the force of the fhock depended *, 
and thole of Octavius, being final 1 and light, 
avoided the pikes of the enemy ; but on the 
other hand, if they attempted to hurt the fides 
of thefe large heavy veffels, as the timber of 
them was hard, thick, and bound with cramps 
of iron, frequently the point of the pike which 
gave the blow was either bent or broke. 

Thus they fought in the manner of a land 
engagement, or, to fpeak more properly, like 
affaults on fortreffes •, for three or four of Oc¬ 
tavius’s veffels furrounded one of Antony’s, 

and the combatants made ufe of pikes, buck¬ 
lers, long poles fhod with iron, and fire pots. 
And on Antony’s fide, as the poops of their 
veffels had wooden towers raifed on them, they 
made ufe of catapulta, or machines for throw¬ 
ing arrows. 

While they fought thus on the right, Agrip- 
pa ftretched out his left, in order to lurround 
the enemy. Publicola, who was ftationed a- 
gainft him, was obliged to do the fame, and 
in fpreading out his veffels, he was feparated

put in diforder. Hitherto the advantage was "' ' **’

Without doubt fear had feized this princefs, 
who had every thing prepared before, and as 
if fhe had come to the engagement only in or¬ 
der to fly, had taken care to put every thing 
valuable which fhe had on board. 

There was nothing very furprizing in that 
behaviour of Cleopatra 5 but Antony’s con-fo ^ 0 ™ 1 
duft on this occafion is quite inconceiveable . >er ' 

It r is not poffible, fays Plutarch, to difcover 
in it either the General, or the man of courage 
and conduct. He feemed even to have loft 
the power of following his own inclinations, 
and verified what is commonly faid of lovers, 
viz. that their foul dwells entirely in the per- 
fon whom they love. In the fame manner, as 
if he had been Cleopatra’s fhadow, and obliged 
to obey all her motions, he no fooner faw the 
vefiel which fhe was on board run away, than, 
forgetting every thing, and betraying thofe 
who fought and attually died for him, he went 
into a galley having five rows of oars, accom¬ 
panied only with two of his friends, Alexan-

She was on the poop, and 
he went to the prow, where he remained alone, 
holding his head between his hands. 
fbe w.sj. Mean while the foldiers fought with a cou- 

r-.- cf Oc- rage worthy of admiration. It is true, that at 
m-vru'. drft there were only a few of them who ob- 

ferved it *, but Odavius did not fuffer them to 
be ignorant of it long, and went from veffel to 
veffel afking them for whom they fought fo 
obftinately. Their attachment to their gene¬ 
ral, and the love of glory, was foftrongly im- 
prefs’d in the hearts of thofe brave men, that 
they would not receive the quarters which 
were offered them, till at lad the fea beginning 
to run very high, and to fhatter their veffels, 
fatigued with refilling at once the enemy, 
winds, and waves, they fubmitted to the con¬ 
queror towards the tenth hour of the day. 
The number of the dead did not exceed five 
thoufand; and the whole number of veflels 
which were taken amounted to three hundred.

try, and twelve thoufand horfe, as if he had 
not before a thoufand times tried the vicifli- 
tudes of fortune, and his valour had not been 
exercifed and fortified by an infinite variety of 
good and bad fuccefs. They therefore ima¬ 
gined that Antony would appear again on a 
fudden, at a time when he was leaft expe&ed. 
However, after fome days, they were certain¬ 
ly perfuaded of the truth of a faft which ap¬ 
peared fo incredible, upon Antony’s fending 
from Tsenarus, where he had flopped, an or¬ 
der to Canidius to bring his legions by way of 
Macedonia into Afia. They continued firm, 
therefore, in rejecting the folicitations of Oc¬ 
tavius, who preffed them to furrender, and 
put themfelves in march.. At lad Canidius 
himfelf having fled during the night, that un¬ 
fortunate army, in want of every thing, and 
deferted by its chiefs, yielded to neceflity, and 
went over to Oftavius the feventh day after the 
battle. 


The conqueror Oftavius paflfed the night on M<rcenas t 
board, not having day-light fufficient to get on <who was 
Ihore after the battle was ended. His firft care ^/patched

* contrary, he efteemed nothing fo much as cir- 
cumfpection. He had always in his mouth the 
Greek proverb, make bafte Jlowly % and frequent¬ 
ly quoted a verfe, the fenfe of which runs 
thus, “ that a cautious general is preferable to 
4 6 a ralh one.” He was doubtlefs perfuaded 
on this occafion that Antony was reduced to 
fuch a low pafs, that a delay of fome months 
could not give him an opportunity of reco¬ 
vering himfelf, and he began with taking care 
of objects that were nearer, and in themfelves 
very important.

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which foldiers are naturally infpired by the 
greatnefs of their number, and of their ftrength. 
He therefore judged it neceffary, in the firft 
place, to divide Antony’s army. He gave 
leave to the old foldiers to depart, and incor¬ 
porated the reft into his own legions, lie 
would not even keep his own troops all toge¬ 
ther, but fent away, as quick as poflible, the 
veterans into Italy, there to expeft the rewards 
which had been promifed, keeping none about 
him but fuch as had not finifhed their time of 
fervice. 

He had reafon to expeft fubmiffion from 
thefe laft. The hopes of a rich fpoil which 
they promifed themfelves in Egypt was a pow¬ 
erful motive to preferve their fidelity. But he 
was uneafy with regard to thofe whom he had 
fent into Italy, and who being eager for thofe 
rewards which they thought they had merited 
by their long fervices, and which he was not 
in a condition to pay them at that time, might 
be exafperated at the delay, and occafion fome 
commotions. In this fituation he thought it 
proper to give fatisfa&ion to the people of Ita¬ 
ly, who were oppreffed with taxes, which the 
neceffity of the war obliged him to exaft, for 
fear there Ihould ftill remain among them fome 
feeds of difcord, which might occafion and 
keep up a mutiny among his troops. He 
therefore ordered all the new taxes to be taken 
off $ and the freed people in particular, who 
were a quarter in arrears, were excufed from 
paying it. This remittance was received very 
gratefully, and gained him the affeftions of 
all the people. 

Another precaution which he took was to 
fend Agrippa into Italy. Maecenas was there 

E 4 already. 
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already, and Odavius had great confidence in 
his capacity ; but as this minifter chore to re¬ 
main in the order of knights, he had not that 
fplendor of titles which impofes upon the mul¬ 
titude. Agrippa therefore, who was adorned 
with the greateft honours, was more likely to 
be refpected. 

Among other cares of Odavius after the vic¬ 
tory, one of the principal had for its objed the 
prayers of the vanquifhed, who ran to him 
in crowds imploring his mercy, earned to 
know their fate. It may be faid in general that 
he did honour to his good fortune, by the cle¬ 
mency with which he made ufe of it. Neither the 
kings nor their fubjeds, who had ferved in An¬ 
tony’s caufe, experienced any cruelty from the 
conqueror. He contented himfelf with impofing 
fines and taxes on the people, and depriving 
thofe princes who had bore arms againft him 
of their eftates ; but he did not fuffer any 
blood to be died. Alexander alone, the accu- 
fer of his brother Jamblicus, and enriched by 
Antony with the fpoils of unfortunare people, 
appeared unworthy of a pardon. Odavius 
kept him prifoner till his triumph, where he 
was led in chains, and afterwards beheaded. 


With regard to the illuftrious Romans, par- 
tizans of Antony, fome of them were punifh- 
ed with death, and amongft the reft Curio, 
Veil II. the fon of the famous Curio, who was killed 

in fighting for Caefar in Africa. But Odavius 
pardoned the greateft number of them. So- 
fius, who was a long time concealed by his 
faithful friend Arruntius, obtained a pardon at 
laft by means of his interceffion. M. Scaurus, 
a brother of Sextus Pompeius by the mother, 
was faved by the prayers of his mother Mucia,

of his fen, of whom they report a very me- ‘ 1 ' 
morable expreflion on this occafion. 0 “ Cse- 
u far, fays he, this is the only caufe you have 
“ ever given me to complain * you have redu- 
<c ced me to live and die ungrateful.” A fine 
example of filial piety, and at the fame time a 
flattering compliment to Oftavius. This young 
and merciful conqueror was pleafed to fee his 
clemency efteemed above his power. 

He difcovered upon another occafion how Metellus 
fenfible he was of the force and merit of the u f a ? ed b

While he was at Samos, advancing towards/™. 

Syria and Egypt, he held a council to examine 
the caufes of the prifoners which had been en¬ 
gaged in Antony’s party. Among the reft 
there was brought before him an old man, 
named Metellus, oppreffed with years and in¬ 
firmity, disfigured with a long beard, and a 
neglefted head of hair, but efpecially by his 
cloaths which by his ill fortune were become 
very ragged. The fon of this Metellus was 
one of the judges, and he had great difficulty 
of knowing his father in the deplorable condi¬ 
tion in which he faw him. At laft however 
having recollefted his features, he ran to em¬ 
brace him, crying very bitterly. Afterwards 
returning towards the tribunal, “ Caefar, fays 
u he, my father has been your enemy, and I 
cc your officer. He deferves to be punifhed, 

“ and 1 to be rewarded. The favour I defire 

of you is either to fave him on my account,

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« or t0 orc k r mc t0 5 e py t t0 death with 
31 ‘ “ him.” All the judges were touched with 
compaffion at this, Qffcavius himfelf relented, 
and granted to old Metellus his life and liberty, 
tho’ he had reafon to look upon him as his im¬ 
placable enemy, and one that bore very great 
malice towards him. 

Afingular The adventure of Barbula, which, as well 
adventure as the preceding, has been handed down to us 

^indBar* ^ Appian, has fomething in it that is very ex- 
fafa traordinary. Barbula, an old friend of Anto¬ 
ny’s, and one who had ferved him at the batde 
of Philippi, purchafed after that batde one of 
the proferibed, who had difguifed himfelf like 
a Have, in order to fave his life. This pretend¬ 
ed Have, whom the Greek author calls by the 
name oi Marcus, being employed by his ma¬ 
tter in different offices, acquitted himfelf with 
an addrefs and probity which difeovered his 
condiuon. Barbula wanted to draw the fecret 
out of him, promifingthat if he was among the 
number of the proferibed, he would caufe his 
name to be rafed out of die fatal lift. Marcus 
continued firm in concealing his ftory, and fol¬ 
lowed his matter to Rome. There he was 


known by one of Barbula’s friends; and his 
matter, in purfuance of his promife, by means 
of the intereft which he had with Agrippa, ob¬ 
tained Marcus’s pardon, who in confequence 
attached himfelf to Odavius. Several years 
after this happened the battle of Adium, in 
which Marcus and Barbula were (till on diffe¬ 


rent Tides, the former fighting for Odavius, 
and the latter for Antony. After the battle, 
the feene between them was renewed, but in a 


contrary fenie. Barbula could not contrive a 
better method of laving his life, than by dif- 

2 guifing 
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guiftng himfelf like a Have. Marcus purcha- *’ m R, c 7 *'; 
fed him, pretending he did not know him, and ,,,, ' s *‘ 
employed the influence he had on O&avius to 
lave, in his turn, the perfon who had been be¬ 
fore his deliverer. Appian adds, as the iaft 
circumftance in which their fortunes refembled 
each other, that, fome time after, they were 
companions in the Confuilhip, that is, deputed 
Confuls, for their names are not found in the 
lift of the ordinary ones. 

All thefe inftances of generofity and good Tit mo- 
nature greatly augmented O&avius’s glory. 

But we muft not thence conclude, with Vel- * 
leius, that the cruelties, which he committed at Veil. II. 

the beginning of his Triumvirlhip, and after 66. 

the battle of Philippi, were all forced, and that 
the blame of them ought not to fall upon him, 
but upon his colleagues. All the hiftorical re¬ 
cords bear witnefs, that he was more violently 
and obftinately inclined that way than either of 
the other two. His different conduft after 
the battle of Adtium proceeded from the dif¬ 
ference of the conjunctures. At the time of 
this laft battle, all the heads of the republican 
party were deftroy’d, and he had reafon to 
hope that the partizans of Antony, who were 
accuftomed to ferve one mafter, would eafily 
fubmit to the laws of another, who fhould bet¬ 
ter deferve their affection, which he principally - 
ftudied.

We may judge of the manner in which 
Greece in general had been harafled, by the 
account which Plutarch gives of it, taken from 
his great uncle, with regard to the town of 
Cherfonefus. He fays that all the inhabitants 
had been obliged to carry upon their Ihoulders 
a certain meafure of grain as far as Anticyrus 
on the gulf of Corinth, and were drove along 
with whips. They had performed this once, 
and were ready to fet out the fecond time, 
when the news of Antony’s defeat arrived. 
This was the faving of that unfortunate town. 


Antony’s foldiers and fuperintendants fled, and 
the inhabitants fhared the corn among them- 
ielves.

grippa fent couriers after couriers to him on 
this iubjeft, prefling him to return, as his pre- 
lence was abfolutely neceflary. It was then 
winter, and Oftavius had taken poflefiion of 
the Confullhip for the fourth time, in which 
he chofe for his colleague Marcus Craffus, fon 
of the famous Craflus, and, if we may be¬ 
lieve Dio, formerly attached to the party of 
Sextus Pompeius, and afterwards to that of 
Antony. 
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O&avius fet fail notwithftandingthe dangers He goes 
of the feas during this ftormy feafon. In thither,and 

voyage he was twice overtaken by a ftorm, tht 
which he loft feveral of his veffels. The ox\z mutmers ' 
he was in himfelf was Mattered, and her rud¬ 
der broken to pieces. At laft he arrived fafe Suet. Aug. 
at Brundufium *, where he was met by all the 
Senators, Knights, and Magiftrates, excepting 
two Prastors, and two Tribunes of the people, 
who were ordered by a decree to remain in the 
city, in order to keep it quiet. Rome had 
tranfported herfelf to Brundufium to acknow¬ 
ledge her mafter, the conqueror of fo many 
enemies, remaining the laft of fuch a number 
of competitors. 

The mutineers were difconcerted by his ar¬ 
rival, and we learn from an expreffion of w 
Tacitus, that a fingle look of Odtavius Mat¬ 
tered terror among thofe legions, to whom he 
owed the vi&ory of Aftium. However, as 
their demands were reafonably founded, he 
partly complied with them, diftributing money, 
and allotting lands to the oldeft of the foidiers; 
but neither the circumftances of the times, nor 
the condition of his finances allowed him to 
difeharge all that was due to them. In the 
mean time to make them fenfible of his good 
intentions, he expofed to fale all his effects, and 
alfo thofe of his principal friends. You may 
eafily believe that no body had the boldnefs to

vius had trulted to. But by this ipecious con- 

dud he fhut the mouths of the murmurers, 

and reduced them to wait with patience till he 

ftiould be able to pay them all he had pro- 

mifed, which he afterwards did by means of 

the conqueft of Egypt, and the treafure which 

he brought from thence. 

Ht returns Thele tranfadions took him up no more 
to Afia y than thirty days, at the end of which he fet 

out with all difpatch, in order to find his 
enemy, and put the lafl: hand to his vidory by 
finifhing the deftrudion of Antony. Dio re¬ 
lates, that he wanted upon his return to avoid 
the Promontories of Peloponnefus, near which 
he had before been overtaken by a ftorm •, and 
that in order to this he made them tranfport 
the veffels over the Ifthmus of Corinth. Thefe 
veffels mull certainly have been very light, if 
fuch an operation could be executed eafily. 
But, however it be with regard to this parti¬ 
cular circumftance, Odavius very foon got 
back to Alia, whence he advanced towards 
Egypt with his vidorious troops. 

Antony at that time was in Alexandria; 
but as he had not direded his flight diredly 
thither, we muft flop a little here, in order to 
give an account of his different movements.

S OON after Antony was received on board Continue 
Gfedpatra’s galley, he obferved that h tthnofAn- 
was purfued by fome veffels detached from tQn y s ad - 
O&avius’s fleet. Upon which he tacked about 
and prefented.the prow to his enemies,, moft ^j jtm 
part of whotn left him. There was only one, pf u t. 
who appeared much exafperated, fhaking a Anton, 
pike which he had in his hand* ready to dart at 
him. “ Who are you ? faid the fugitive ge- 
“ neral to the captain of the vefTel: And why 
“ are you obftinate in purfuing Antony ? The 
“ captain anfwered, I am Euricles the Lace- 
“ dsemonian, who, afiifted by Crefar’s good 
“ fortune, feek to revenge my father’s death 
44 upon you.” For Antony had condemned 
to death the father of Euricles, on account of 
plunders and robberies which he had committed. 
However, the Lacedemonian turned about* 
and inftead of attacking the veffel which An¬ 
tony was in, he fell upon the other admiral 
galley •, for Antony had two of them. He 
gave it a violent blow on the fide with the beak 
of his veffel, which made it recoil, and pre- 

fently took it, together with another veffel 
which was loaden with rich moveables, after 
which he left them. After this Antony went 
again into the cabin, and putting himfelf into 
the fame attitude out of which Euricles had 
roufed him, he plunged himfelf anew into 
melancholy refleftions. 

In this manner he paffed three whole days, 
during which, either thro’ indignation, or 
fliame, he neither faw nor (poke to Cleopatra. 

At laft when they were arrived at the Promon-

' who were extremely well qualified for an office 
of this kind, reconciled them, and every thing 
went on as before. 

There they were joined by a good number 
of ftore-fhips, and by fome of their friends 
who had efcaped from the battle, who inform¬ 
ed him that the fleet was entirely ruined, but 
they believed the land-army was (till in a good 
condition. Antony then lent orders to Cani- 
dius, as I faid above, to conduct his legions 
by Macedonia into Afia ; but fuch an order 
could never fupply the place of his prefence, 
and we have ken before that it was not ex¬ 
ecuted. 

As to himfclf he prepared to go into Libya, 
and prelerving in his misfortunes all his mag¬ 
nificence and generofity, he picked out a veffel 
laden with a great many things of value, both 
plate, Vcficls of gold, and alio money, and gave 
it to his friends, defiring them to fhare his 

riches among them, and take care of them- 
ftlves. They for fome time refuted with tears 
in their eyes, and wanted to follow him * but 
he comforted them with an admirable fweet- 
nefs and good-nature, and joining entreaties 
to his advice, he lent them away to Theophi- 
lus, his fteward, who was at Corinth, to 
whom he wrote to take care of them, and 
conceal them till they fhould be able to make 
their peace with Caefar. 

Hr He afterwards let out with Cleopatra, and 

at Parra- after their arrival at Paretonium, a town of 
^"kgypt, the frontier of Cyrenaicum, they fepa- 

"'rated from each other. The queen went to 
D’o. and Alexandria, leaving Antony to that folitude 
k'jr, which his bitter melancholy made him defire.

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There he enjoyed it at large, feeing no body, 
continually ruminating on his misfortunes, 
without any other company than Ariftocrates, 


the Greek orator, and his incomparable friend 
Lucilius, who was as faithful to him in his 


misfortunes, as he had formerly been to Brutus 
in the like circumftances. 


Antony’s intention in remaining fome time 
in the neighbourhood of Cyrenaicum, was not 
confined entirely to the indulging that melan¬ 
choly which had got the maftery of him. In 
this country he had troops commanded by 
Pinarius Scarpus, and he attempted to afiemble 
them about his perfon. But this officer chang¬ 
ed his party with fortune. He declared him- 
felf for the conqueror, and having put to death 
the couriers which Antony fent to him, and 
alfo fome foldiers who fpoke loud in favour of 
their general, he delivered Cyrene, and the 
four legions which he had under his command, 
to Gallus, O&avius’s friend and lieutenant. 


Antony was fo provoked at this infidelity, that 
he wanted to kill himfelf; but his friends pre¬ 
vented it, and conduced him to Alexandria. 

There he found Cleopatra employed in tr y-Cleopatra's 
ing the laft efforts, either to overcome or fly^/W 
from her misfortunes. She imagined that (ht al 
fhould be obliged to ufe a ftratagem in order an ria ' 
to get into her capital. Knowing the fickle- 
nefs of the Alexandrians, and how little fhede- 


ferved their efteem and afteftion, fhe fufpefted 
that if they were informed of her misfortune, 
they would fhut the gates againft her; and for 
this reafon fhe wanted to perfuade them that 
fhe returned viftorious. She caufed therefore 


her veffels to be crowned with garlands, and 
the flutes and fifes to play airs of triumphs.

purple. In this manner fhe entered without 
difficulty, and prefently made the Alexandrians 
repent their having received her ; for fhe put 
to death feveral of the principal lords of the 
court, who had long hated her, and after the 
news of the battle of Aftium had proclaimed * 
their difcontent without referve. She confif- 
cated the goods of thofe which fhe had put to 
death, plundered thole whom fhe left alive, 
and even pillaged the temples, carrying off all 
their riches. 

She at- Her intention in thofe rapines was to amafs 
to treafure, in order to raife and keep up troops 
trarjyrt f Qr ^er j e f cncc . but fhe faw that the forces of 

Egypt 1 were unable to refill thofe of the Roman 

jfibmui of empire united againft them. Flight therefore 
Suez ins feemed to offer a more certain refuge, and fhe

Suez into the Red-fea, and thereby fave herfelf 
in another world with all her treafures. Some

Cleopatra omitted nothing in her power in 
order to put this advice in practife. She had 

a ftrong defire of efcaping the danger fne was 

in, and fhe did not defpair of it. Thus fhe 
made ail kinds of preparations for war, hoping 
at leaft that thereby fhe fhould certainly ob¬ 


tain 


t 
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tain better terms from Oftavius. She alfo fol- 
licited foreign afTiflance, addrefling herfelf to 
all the princes whom fhe expefted would help 
her ; and it was then to make up matters with 
the king of the Medes in particular, that Ihe 
caufed Artabazes king of Armenia, his enemy, 
to be put to death, and even fent him his 
head. 

Mean while Antony, who was a conftant Antony 
prey to melancholy, lhagreened at every ob- takes 
jeft that he law, having ftill a more melan- tf * 
choly profpeft before him, and meeting with 
nothing but continual infidelity and defertions, humodel 
one after another, of thofe who had teftified 
the ftrongeft attachment to him, quitted the 
town and all his friends, and fliut himfelf up 
in a fmall folitary houfe, which he had caufed 
to be built in hafte upon a mole in the fea, near 
the ifiand of Pharos. There he parted fome 
time, fhunning the commerce of mankind, 
giving out, that he took for his model Timon 
the Mifanthrope-, that being ill treated, like that 
Athenian, by the ingratitude and perfidy of 
his friends, he wanted, like him, to renounce 

all commerce with mankind. 

But he foon grew weary of this way of living, 
fo little conformable to his charafter, and the 
fame • -"ines which had made him embrace 
it, made him alfo abandon it. Canidius ar¬ 
rived at Alexandria, to inform him in perfon 
of the revolt of the army which was under his 
command. He likewife received advice, that 
Didius, whom he had made governor of 
Syria, declared himfelf againft him *, that 
Herod, as we fhall prefently fee more at large, 
had fubmitted to Oftavius, and that all the 
Other neighbouring kings and princes, to whom 

F 3 Cleopatra. 
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Cleopatra bad fent to demand affiftance, re- 
*fufed to join themfelves to the fide of the un¬ 
fortunate party. Such difagreeable news, which 
one might naturally imagine would have quite 
funk Antony, fet him perfectly at eafe; for in 
lofing hope he loft difquiet, and was happy 
in fome meafure for his misfortune’s being fo 
defperate, feeing it was needlefs to look out 
; for means to remedy it. Thus he quitted his 
melancholy retreat, returned to town, and 
plunged himfelf anew into pleafures, games, 
and diverfions. 

He took occafion for this from the entry of 
Csefario end Antyllus, his eldeft fons, to the age 
of tube; ty. it was acuftom among the antients, 
both Greeks and Romans, to celebrate by re¬ 
joicings this paffing from infancy to an age 
where they began to be accounted a part of the 
Republic. Antony gave on account of Gefario 
and Antyllus, who were then between fixteen 
and feventcen years 0 f age, k-afts to the Alex¬ 
andrians, and there was nothing but entertain¬ 
ments, balls and concerts, for icveral days, all 
over the city. He thought to ftrengthen his 
intcreft, by fir wing two fucceftors, who were 
already in a condition to lupply his place and 
revenge him but this precaution was of no 
ufe to him, and proved fatal to the two youths, 
who would have found more Security under 
the robe 01 infancy. 

I have mentioned elfewhere, a fociety efta- 
bliihed by Antony and Cleopatra at the begin¬ 
ning of their acquaintance, under the title of 
the inimitable Lfe. At the time I now (peak 
of they aboliftied this firft fociety, and formed 
a new one, which they called, An Engagement to 
die together. Their friends fubferibed their 

names 
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names upon a fcroll, as if they were refolved ^ t R, c 72a ’ 
to die with them, and they prepared them- ”' ‘ 3 °* 
felves for death by all the amuiements capable 
of banifhing it from their thoughts, by plea- 
fures, extravagant expences, and exceffive in¬ 
temperance. 

In the midft of all thefe diverfions Cleopatra Trials 
ferioufly employed herfelf to find means of wbubCle- 
procuring a death equally quick and pleafant, 
in cafe fhe ftiould at laft be reduced to that Zlfinfand 
extremity. She made experiments of all kinds ferpents. 
of poifons upon criminals, but fhe obferved 
that thofe which killed fuddenly caufed violent 
pains, and thofe which were more gentle in 
their effedt operated but (lowly. She then 
had recourfe to lerpents, prefixing always in 
perfon at thefe experiments, obferving very 
curioufly their phenomena and effedts. Plu¬ 
tarch affaires us that the afp was the only one 
that fhe found, whofe fling caufed fuch a death 
as fhe wanted, without convulfions, or plain¬ 
tive moanings. A gentle moifture bedewed the 
face, the fenfes became obliterated, and an 
exceffive heavinefs oppreffed the whole body, 
which could hardly endure to be llirred or 
fhaken, like thofe who are buried in a very 
found deep. She contented herfelf with this; 
but as her laft refource, which fhe intend¬ 
ed only to apply to when all others failed 
her. 


She had never had a true and fincere love for Me m- 
Antony, and we may very well imagine that 
fhe would hardly begin to love him now, when ^ ^ 
he was become fo unfortunate; and if fhe could loved by 
have fallen upon any method of laving herfelf 1 Odavius, 
without him, or even at his expence, there is no wbowants 
queftion but fhe would have done it with joy.

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a.R. 7 ^-Her plan was to try to make Oftavius fall in 

Am. c. 30. w-th her. f or altho’ fhe was older than he, 

her charms were not decayed. She was not 
yet arrived at the age of forty, and.with the 
addrefs fhe had acquired in the art of pleafing, 
after having captivated the fon of Pompey,the 
great Caefar, and Antony, fhe flattered herfelf 
with adding to fo many conquefls, that of her 
young vanquifher. 

But fhe attacked a man who was conftantly 
upon his guard, very artful, and one whofe 
paffion never made him commit a fault con¬ 
trary to his intereft. He diverted hitnfelf with 
Cleopatra’s artifices, laying fnares for her in 
his turn, and defigned if poflible to get rid of 
Antony by her means, and afterwards make 
himfelf mafter of her kingdom, treafures, and 
perfon. We ought never to lofe fight of this 
double fcheme of Oftavius and Cleopatra, ancl 
of their whole conduct with regard to one 
another. 

Kfgoua- Thus in three embaflies which were fent 
tion h- one after another, to Octavius in Afia, by An- 
r * cn tony and Cleopatra conjointly, the queen had 

: ' c " always her fecret agents, charged with par¬ 

ticular propofals in her name. Antony defired 
no more than that his life might be faved, and to 
have the liberty of patting the remainder of his 

days in obfcurity, and in a private manner at 
Athens, provided the conqueror would not 
confent to let him remain in Egypt. Cleo¬ 
patra demanded publickly for her children, 
their iather's kingdom to be confirmed to them; 
but privately fhe caufed to be delivered to Oc¬ 
tavius her fcepter, crowm, and royal throne, as 
tho’ fhe gave up her pretenfions to royalty 
entirely to him. Odlavius returned no anlwer 

to 
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to Antony. With regard to Cleopatra, he^^7*** 

threatened in publick to grant her no quarter, nt ‘ * 3 °* 
unlefs Ihe laid down her arms and renounced 
her throne ; but in private he gave her hopes 
of the beft of treatment, provided ihe fent 
away Antony, or put him to death. 

Such was the conftant condudt of Oftavius. 

Always inexorable towards Antony, he tried 
to allure Cleopatra with hopes. He accepted 
of every thing which his enemy fent. Antony 
in order to foften him fent him gold, and the 
Senator Turulius, one of thofe who had con- 
fpired againft Caefar, under a ftrong guard. 
Oftavius accepted the gold, and put Turulius 
to death. But he abated nothing of his rigor 
againft Antony, and gave only ambiguous 
anfwers, which were not at all binding. Cleo¬ 
patra too on her part impofed upon Antony, 
and did all in her power to deceive O&avius. 
Antony alone acled with fincerity, and went fo 
far as to offer to kill himfelf, provided the 
queen might be fpared, at the fame time that 
that princefs was hearkening to propofitions for 
betraying him, and even of putting him to 
death. 

When l fay that Antony afted with fincerity, 

I mean only with regard to Cleopatra j for as 
to his conduft to O&avius, it was full of 
treachery, if it be true what Dio reports, that 
the ambaffadors whom he fent to negotiate 
with him, carried large fums deftined to de¬ 
bauch his troops, or even to bribe villains to 
affaffinate him. 

% 

Cleopatra’s intelligence with Odtavius ap¬ 
peared by the good reception which ftie gave 
to Thyrfus, a freedman of that general, who 
>yas fent by him to the queen, in order to per- 

fuade 
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Aat c 7 ~ ^ ua< ^ e ^ cr t * iat was beloved by her van- 
3 °*quifher. Cleopatra, who wifhed for nothing 
fo much, liflened attentively to this difcourfe, 
and had long and familiar interviews with 
Antony's Thyrfus. So that Antony, though not at all 
fojpicmi naturally fufpicious, was at laft uneafy at it. 
fr* He bold on Thyrfus, and after caufing 

him to be whipped with rods, fent him back to 
his patron. He fent excufes however to Oc¬ 
tavius for his behaviour, and wrote to him, 
that being difpofed thro’ his misfortunes to 
be eafily exafperated, he could not fuller 
the infolence of a freedman, who affeftcd 
to affront him ; “ But, added he, if you are 
“ offended, you have it in your power to 
“ avenge yourfelf. I deliver Hipparchus to 
u you, whom you may treat in the fame man- 
li ner as I have treated Thyrfus.” The re¬ 
venge in this cafe would have been very Angu¬ 
lar, and entirely in favour of Antony ; for 
Hipparchus had deferred his party and gone 
over to the fortunate fide. 


She elates Cleopatra was alarmed at Antony’s fufpicions, 
him to and being fo much the more capable of counter- 
JhaU f e j t i n g outward appearances, as fhe felt nothing 

within, fhe fpared neither carefies, nor tefti- 
monics of deference and fubmiflion, in order 


to regain them. Her birth-day and that of 
Antony’s happened to be near one another, and 
they fell out about the time I am now lpeaking 
of. She allowed her’s to be palled over with¬ 
out being obferved, agreeable to their unfor¬ 
tunate fituation at that time *, but on the con¬ 


trary, fhe celebrated that of Antony with fuch 
extraordinary magnificence and extravagant pro- 
fufion, that a great number who came thither 
in a poor condition, were enriched for ever after. 

Mean 
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Mean while the operations of the war were An. R. 72*. 
continued, altho’ rather (lowly. Gallus with 
the legions which Pinarius Scarpus had deliver -unfortu- 
ed up to him, took pofleflion of Paretonium, note expe- 
which was the key of Egypt on the Weft fide , dttlon on 
as Pelufium was on the Eaft. Antony, who *p a ™f 

had ftill confiderable forces both by fea and nium ^ 
land, wanted to take that important place from 
the enemy. He therefore marched towards it, 
flattering himfelf, that as foon as he fhould 
fhew himfelf to Gallus’s legions, ‘who had 
formerly ferved under him, their affe&ion for 
their antient general would be renewed. He 
approached therefore, and exhorted them to 
return to their firft oath ; but Gallus ordered 
all the trumpets to found, in order to hinder 
Antony from being heard. He even fallied out 
upon him, and gained a fmall advantage over 
him. 

Antony’s fleet fuffered likewife a great mif- 
fortune. It had entered the port of Paretonium 
which Gallus left open on purpofe, but had 
ftretch’d chains below the water, which by 
help of certain machines were raifed up im¬ 
mediately after the veifels were got in, and fo 
blocked up the mouth of the harbour. Thus 
the fleet being caught as it were in a net, was 
prefently attacked on all Tides, both from the 
fea, the (hoar, and the town itfelf. Antony 
loft a great many veffels in this unequal engage¬ 
ment, fome being funk, and others burnt, fo 
that he faved but a very few. 

This unfortunate expedition hindered An- here dibit 
tony from reaping advantage of the afliftance ***1

flat ion, but whofe zeal and fidelity defer ves no f or j t 

lefs to be commended. When he was aban -tobade* 

doned/*#«* 


which was offered him by 
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^ 721 -doned by all the people of rank which ufed to 
be about him, fo that for want of a perfon of 
diftinction to confide in with regard to his em- 
bailies to O&avius, he was oblig’d to fend 
Euphronius, his children’s tutor, a company 
of gladiators, whom he caufed to be exercifed 
and equipped at Cyzicum, with a view to the 
games with which he propofed to celebrate his 
vi&ory, Ihewed an incredible courage to fly 
to his defence- Thefe gladiators marched over 
all Afia, in fpite of the obftacles they met with 
from thofe princes and kings who had deferted 
Antony’s party. After they were arrived in 
Syria, Didius, another deferter of the fame 
caufe, flopped their pafiage, but was not able 
to overcome them. They informed Antony 
of their fituation and ftrong defire to ferve 
him, intreating him to come and put himfelf 
at their head. But Antony preferred marching 
towards Paretonium, where he fucceeded in the 
manner I have already related. Mean while 
the gladiators having received no anfwer from 
him, came at laft to an agreement with Didius, 
upon condition that they ihould not be obliged 
to fight any more in the amphitheatre, but re¬ 
main in the iuburb of Antioch, called Daphne, 
till Octavius Ihould be informed of all that had 
palled, and give orders concerning them. 
They were afterwards feparated, and given to 
underftand that they were to be incorporated 
into different legions ; but all the intention 
was to difperfe and deftroy them. This ge¬ 
nerous behaviour, far above their ftation, cer¬ 
tainly delerved a better rccompence. 

It appears to me that Octavius, I don’t 
know for what reafon, was in a great hurry to 
give the laft blow to Antony. The hiftorical 

records 
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records which we have of thofe times, give us ^* nt R c 712 * 
infight into the motives of thefe delays. But „ * ’ 3 °‘ 

to pafs over that, during his ftay at Rhodes jZ° s him- 
he received an illuftrious deferter, who, by felf before 
the freedom and dignity of his deportment, Otiavim 
appears evidently worthy of being diftinguifli- 

ed from the reft. # fentZtL. 

Herod, having received a great many favours jofeph. 

from Antony, attached himfelf to him out of Antiq.xv. 
gratitude; but when he faw him obftinate in‘°: ^ de 
his own deftrudtion, he did not think he was^ * 
obliged to ruin himfelf with him. He waited 
on the conqueror in the manner of a fupplicant, 

without his diadem, but very well fupporting 
his dignity by his greatnefs of foul. Jofephus 
puts the following fpeech into his mouth. 

44 Csefar, fays he, it was Antony who made 
46 me king of the Jews, and I own that I have 
“ employed that fortune which I owe to him 
44 in his fervice. I am not afraid to own to 




you, that if the war againft the Arabians 
44 had not hindered me, you fhould have feen 
44 me fighting in perfon againft you. How- 
« ever, I affifted him both with troops and 
44 provifions to the utmoft of my power. 
44 Since the misfortune which happened to him 
44 at Adtium, I have not deferted my bene- 
44 factor, and when I could be no longer an 
44 ufeful ally to him, I performed the office of 
44 a faithful counfellor. I have reprefented to 
44 him, that the only method which remained 
44 for him to recover his fall, was to put Cleo- 
44 patra to death, and on this condition I offer- 
44 ed him my riches, ftrong places, troops 
44 and perfon, to aflift in fupporting the war 
44 againft you. But the charms of Cleopatra 
44 have made Antony deaf to all my counfels, 

44 and 
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a.r. 7z2.ee an d G 0 d, who has been pleafed to give you 
Ant - c * 3°- u t h e viftory, has hindered him from heark- 

<c ening to fuch falutary advice. I am there¬ 
fore vanquifhed with my benefaftor Antony, 
and my throne is overturned together with 
his fortune. I prefent myfelf now before 
you, without placing my hopes of fafety in 
any thing but my virtue. I expeft, how¬ 
ever, that you will confider what a friend I 
am, and not whom I have ferved.” 

This bold and noble fpeech charmed Oc- 
hs paraon, tav j us very m uch. He made Herod take back 

his diadem, confirmed him in the pofleflion of 
his kingdom, and promifed him his friendihip. 
A!fxa.\ Herod having obtained pardon for himfelf, 
he-* bought he had likewife fome grounds to 
^“demand it for another. Alexas, or Alexander, 
to itadk of Laodicea in Syria, had been in a very con- 
Cajrj.us'. fid era: le ftation at the court of Antony and 
p: - : * Cleopatra, and none of the Grecians of his 

time were more powerful than he. But he 
had not arrived at this power by honourable 

methods. He was Cleopatra’s chief minifter 
arid tool, whom fhe made ufe of to captivate 
nd lubdue Antony, and to overturn every 
favourable opinion with.regard to Oftavius 
which reafenfuggeftedtohim. Antony, who put 
great confidence in his parts and zeal, fenthim 
from Alexandria to Herod, to endeavour to 
keep that prince attached to his party. But 
it is in vdn for great men to promife them- 
fidves fidelity from the minifters of their plea- 
fures. Alexas betrayed Antony, and remain¬ 
ed with Herod. He had even the affurance 
to prefent himfelf before Octavius, under the 
protection of the king of the Jews. But he 
was deceived in his hopes, for his offences 

were 
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were of fuch a nature as not to admit of a par-^J-^7* 2 * 
don. Odtavius caufed him to be put in chains, * ’ 3 °* 
and to be tranfported to the town of Laodicea, 
his native country, that he might there fuffer 
death in fight of all his fellow*citizens. Thus 
Antony in his life-time was revenged of this 
traytor. 

Herod returned with all fpeed to his king- Oa*vius 
dom, to put himfelf in a condition to receive 
Odtavius, who was to march through his ter- 
ritories in his way towards Egypt. He re- 
ceived him very magnificendy at Ptolemai- entertained 
dum, and gave a fplendid entertainment to **J*ffift*i 
him and all his friends, to the number of one 
hundred and fifty, diftributing wine and pro - J 
vifions to all his foldiers. He, befides, made a 
prefent to Odtavius of eight hundred talents; 
and as upon the confines of Egypt there was a 
fandy defert, he fent thither great quantities of 
water for the ufe of the army. Herod, by 
this condudt, gave the Romans a very favour¬ 
able opinion of him, and he appeared to have 
a foul greater than his kingdom. 

Odtavius continuing his march, arrived be- 
fore Pelufium. This place, which was very^'™ r * 
ftrong by its fituation, and befides was well otiavius 
garrifon’d, might have flopped him a long bytbttna- 
while; but Seleucus, who was governor, had cher y°f 
not the courage to defend it, or rather he had c eo ^ air *' 
fecret orders from Cleopatra to give it up. For 
that princefs having loft all hopes of fafety 
from Antony, and flattering herfelf with be¬ 
ing beloved by Odtavius, wanted to make a 
merit to the conqueror of her treachery to¬ 
wards him whofe misfortunes (he had occafi- 
oned. This event made Antony conceive fuf- 
picions of treachery, notwithftanding all his 

blindnefs.

declared openly, that in cafe Ihe was pufhed to 
it, fhe would deftroy all thofe riches by fetting 
them on fire. She was not ignorant that Oc¬ 
tavius had a ftrong defire of becoming matter 
of them, and fhe was very glad to have two 
chances with him, fo that in cafe love did not 


engage him to ufe her well, at lead the fear of 
lofing fo great a treafure might force him to it. 
In effect, Octavius was touched with this me¬ 


nace, and, left defpair fhould make the qUeen 
put it in execution, he always took care to 
keep up her hopes by means of fecret emiffa- 
ries which he employed about her. 

OSovius Mean while Odtavius advanced towards the 


opproacbti city of Alexandria, and encamped near the 
AUxar.- Hippodrom, or circus fet apart for horfe-ra- 
kfi ces - After his arrival, Antony made a fally 
tjfsrtt' upon him, and fought very valiantly, and 

having put to flight the enemy’s cavalry, 
he purfued them as far as Octavius’s camp. As 


he was naturally vain, he made a trophy of 
this victory, and upon his return to town he 
went directly to the palace, embraced Cleopa¬ 
tra, with his armour upon him, and prefented 
to her one who had diftinguifhed himfelf by 
his bravery above all the reft. Cleopatra re- 

i warded 
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warded him very magnificently, and made him A * R * 7 *** 
a ptefent of a head-piece and breaft-plate of Ant ‘ C ‘ 3 ° # 
gold v but the crafty foldier, inftead of fhew- 
ing his gratitude, wanted only to fecure the 
rich gift he had received •, for the next night 
he deferted, and went over to the enemy’s 
camp. 

Antony was mortified at it, and out of a 
kind of revenge he himfelf invited his enemy’s 
foldiers to defert, and caufed billets to be feat- 
tered among them, promifing fifteen hundred 
drachmas to every one who would come and 
lift in his fervice. Oftavius had fo little ap- 
prehenfions of any bad effeft from thefe foli- 
citations, that he affembled his army, and read 
one of the billets before them ; from which the 
foldiers conceived frefh indignation againft An¬ 
tony, and a ftronger attachment to their ge¬ 
neral Oftavius. 

.He renewed once more, at this laft extre- • 
mity, the fame challenge he had before fent to 
Oftavius, of terminating the war by a Angle 
combat. The rifk would have been too tine- 

2 ual between the two champions ^ and altho* 

Iftavius’s charafter had not fet him abdve 
thefe boafting rhodomontades, he had no bu- 
finefs to hazard his flourifhing fortune againft 
the ruined condition of his adverfary. He 
anfwered coldly, that if Antony fought for 
death, there were enough of other methods 
left to procure it. 

He fought for it in earneft, and believing 
that he could not procure it more glorioufly 
than in battle, he refolved to fight both by fea 
and land at the lame time. The evening be¬ 
fore the day appointed for this defperate ftroke, 
he ordered a grand entertainment to be pre- 
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pared for him. 45 Give me good wine, good 
“ cheer, fays he, and plenty of it. I do not 
u know but to-day may be.the lafl time, you 
“ .will ferve me ; perhaps to-morrow you.may. 
“ be under another matter, and I (hall be no 


“ more than a carcafs, and a vain phantom.” 
Thefe fentiments were very fuitable to the. 

life which he had led; but his humane concern 

.. • * 

for his friends, which ftill remained, deferves 
to be commended. He declared that he would 


not take them to an engagement, where he had 
a much greater profpect of death than of vicr 


tory. 

Plutarch relates,, that the night following,. 
when the whole towo was in the. greateft con- . 
ftemation, and a mdanchojy filence, which was ■ 
the confequence of it, reigned every where, 
they heard in the flreets and fquares the noife 
of voices and inftruments, Tinging, dancing, . 
and other tumultuous motions, like a company 
of bacchanalians; and that this noife, haying 
palled thro’ the whole town, Teemed to go out .- 
at. the gate which- looked towards the enemy. 
The fame author who relates this prodigy, 
whether true or falfe, gives alio the interpre¬ 
tation of it. Antony had always taken Bac¬ 
chus for his model and original, and had even 
declared himfelf the new Bacchus. One may 
imagine then, fays Plutarch, that this God, 
upon leaving him, gave him notice of his ap¬ 
proaching diiafter, and abandoned him to his 
bad fortune. 


EitraSd At day-break, on the morning of the firft 
arJ .^ an ', of Antony drew up his land-lorces on . 

^reu^r's 'to hi^s near the entry into the town, and from . 
AUxan- thence he viewed his tteet, which advanced in 
«>•’*• good order towards that of the enemy. He . 

1 waited 
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Waited himfelf to be a fpe&ator of the combat, Aj|* ! 
but was greatly furprized .and exafperatecl to fee ** *° f 

his veffels falute thofe of O&avius, which Re¬ 
turned it; and immediately the two fleets join¬ 
ing united* and went back into the harbour* At 
the very fame time his cavalry deferted him. 

He tried however an engagement with the in¬ 
fantry, and having been vanquiftied, he returned 
into the town, crying aloud that he was ber 
tray’d by Cleopatra, and delivered by that un¬ 
grateful princefs to thofe whom he had made 
his enemies .entirely on her account. 

He faid very true; for it was by fecret or- Cleopatra 
ders from Cleopatra that the fleet had paffed^“' J her ; 
over to the enemy. She was therefore afraid 
of Antony’s juft refentment, efpecially during andcauftt 
the time of his wrath and defpair. She there- them to in - 
fore concealed herfelf in her tomb, and fhut f Qrm 
the gates of it, which were defended with rails,^"-^ * 
bolts, and iron bars, and from thence fhe fent j e ad. 
to inform Antony that fhe was dead. Accord¬ 
ing to Dio* this laft meffage was ftill a more 
atrocious perfidy than all fhe had done before. 

For, in order to rid Oftavius of his rival, fhe 
drove Antony to the extremity of killing him¬ 
felf, knowing very well that he loved her to 
fuch excefs, that it was not poffible for him to 
furvive her. 

Whether this reflexion of Dio’s be juft, or Heftaht 
only a conjecture formed after the event, it is him/el/. 
certain that Antony gave credit to the news Qf 
Cleopatra's death, and immediately took the 
refolutionof killing himfelf. “ Why do you 
“ delay, Antony, (faid he to himfelf ) feeing 
4< fortune has deprived you of the only pre- 
“ tence you had left of ftill loving life.” 

He retired immediately into his chamber, apd

44 opatra, it is not being deprived of you that 
14 afflids me, for I am going to meet you a- 
14 gain very ftiortly *, but it is (hameful for fo 
“ great and fo powerful a general to fee him- 
44 felf convinced that he has lefs courage than 
44 a woman. 0 A long time before, he had 
obliged one of his moft faithful (laves, named 
Eros, to promife to kill him whenever fortune 
fhould drive him to this laft refource. He then 
called upon him to execute his promife. The 
(lave brandiffied the fword as if he was going 
to (lab his mafter, but turning about his face, 
he plunged it into his own bofom. “ I com- 
44 mend thee, Eros, cried Antony, feeing him 
44 fall at his feet, inftead of doing that office 
44 which your regard for me would not permit 
44 you to perform, you (hew me the example.” 
He then drew his lword, and plunging it into 
his belly, he threw himfelf upon a little couch. 
The wound which he gave himfelf was not 
immediately mortal*, and the blood having 
flopped after he had lain fome time upon his 
back, he recovered his fpirits, and earneftly 
conjured thofe who were come into the room 
to put an end to his life •, but they all fled, be¬ 
ing feized with fright and horror. 

Having While he cried out, and toiled his body vi- 
btardthat olently, one of the queen’s feeretaries, named 

Diomedes, came from her to propofe that An- 
k makci l * ton y Height be tranfported to her in her tomb. 
them carry By this means he underftood that (he was ftill 
him to her. alive, and far from entertaining any refentment 

againft her, he earneftly defired them to take 
him in their arms, and carry him to the place 
• where the -queen was. The difficulty confifted 
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in getting him in$, for Cleopatra would not al- A * R * 7* 1 
low, at. any rate, the gates to be opened. She ^ ’ J ° 
appeared at a window, and threw down cords, 
with which they fixed Antony, and as fl^e 
pulled him up, aflifted by two of her women, 
who were the only perfons fhe took with her 
to attend her, there never was a more moving 
fpedtacle, or one more capable of railing com¬ 
panion than this. x Antony all covered with 
blood, and in the agonies of an approaching 
death, .was fufpended in the air, ftretching his 
hands towards Cleopatra, frequently wavering, 
and in danger of falling down again \ while a 
number of fpe&ators, anxious and trembling, 
encouraged Cleopatra, who ufed all the : force 
fhe could with her arms, and made efforts 

* i 

which ftrained every feature of her face. At 
laft, by the affiftance of her two women, fhe 
hoifted him up to the window, and taking him 
in her arms, fhe carried him to her bed. * 

Then fhe gave herfelf up to the moft * n 

lent grief. She tore her cloaths, beat her breaft , )er armi ' 
kiffed the wound which he had made, and 
rubbed off with her face the blood in which he 
was bathed, calling him at the fame time her 
mafter, her hufband, her emperor, and appear¬ 
ing to have forgot intirely her own misfortunes, 
through a violent fenfe of thofe of Antony. 

He comforted her, and intreating her to put an 
end to her tears and tranfports of grief, he 
afked for fame wine, either becaufe he was 
thirfty, or becaufe he hoped thereby to haften 
his death, which he looked upon as the mo¬ 
ment of his deliverance. After he had drunk,

he mentioned to her Proculeius, as the perfort 
amongft all Caefar’s friends in whom fee might 
put the gteateft confidence. u With regard to 
c * me*-added he, do not lament my prefent 
c ‘ misfortunes, but congratulate mfc upon the 
4C happinefs which I have enjoyed. I have 
liVed the greateft and the moft powerful of 
" men, and tho* I fail to-day, my fate is not 
w ignominious; a Roman myfelf, I am over^ 
< c . come by a Roman 

He was hardly expired, when Proculeius, 
Who was tent by O&avius, arrived; for while 
they tranfported Antony from the chamber 
where he had wounded himfelf to Cleopatra’s 
tomb, one of his guards, named Derceteus, 
ftole his fword, and getting away undifcover- 

ed, he ran to carry the firft news of Antony’s 
death to Octavius, fee wing as a proof of it the 
0 aamus fword tinged with blood. Oftavius feed tears 
jbidi uan on hearing he was dead ; but I am afraid they 
°cf°b^ lrg were ^ ^ ^ inc&re c ^ an thofe of Caefar after 
acIL the death of Pompey. He affefted to bewail 

the melancholy fate of a brother-in-law, and of 
a colleague, with whom he had been connect¬ 
ed in the management of fo many great and 
important affairs. In order to juftify himfelf, 
and wipe off all reproach, he gathered his 
friends together, and read to them the letters 
which he had wrote to Antony, and alfo thofe 
which he had received from him, defiring 
them to obferve how reafonable his propofals 
had always been, whereas Antony’s anfwers 
were full of pride and haughtinefs. After this 
farce was ended, and he had taken care to clear 
his reputation on this occafion, he difpatched 

Proculeius 
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- Pfoculeius' to Cleopatra, ordering 5 trim to tty An * R * 7*2* 
by alt means to get her into his power. : For nt ’ ‘ 3C * 
he was afraid of lofing the treafures which fhe 
had conveyed to her tomb, and befides,he'Was 
vety fond of leading her in triumph. 

Cleopatra however was upon her guard, ‘arid Ckopatra 
would not confer with Proculeius, except thto’ is ta * in 
the gate, which was very well fecured. But \t atve * 
was not poflible for them to come to ari agree¬ 
ment. Cleopatra demanded the crown of E- 
gypt ! for ktr children, :i and Proculeitis advifed 
her to truft to Oftavius’s difcretioh. In the 
mean time he took particular notice of every 
thing about the place, and Gallus being retufti- 
ed from (D&avius to demand a fecorid confe¬ 


rence with Cleopatra, while they were together 
at the gate, the One Oh’the irifide, and theoth’er 
without, and Gallus Tpun out the converfatibh 
on purpofe, Proculeius caufed a ladder tb be 
placed againft the wall, and, followed by twb 
foldiers, he entered in at the window by vvhich 
Antony had been conveyed. As foon as he 
was entered he ran to the gate; and one of 
Cleopatra’s women crying out, ‘« O, unfottU- 
nate prmcefs, you are taken alive,” fhe 
turned about, and obfervirig Proculeius, at¬ 
tempted to ftab herfelf with a poniard which 
hung at her girdle; but Proculeius running 
haftily to her, and laying hold of her arms, 
“ You are unjuft, faid he, Cleopatra, both to 
“ yourfelf and to O&avius. You would de- 
“ prive him of the opportunity of ftiewing his 
u clemency, and make the mod gentle of ail 
u conquerors pafs for an implacable enemy, 
c c and one who is not worthy to be trufted.” 
Sayirig this, he forced the poniard a!way from 
her, and examined her cloaths to fee that fhe

being informed that Cleopatra was taken, fent 
Epaphroditus to bring her to his palace, and to 
watch her very carefully, without lofing fight 
of her a moment, for fear file fiiould kill her- 
felf. He was likewife ordered to ufe her well 
in every refpect, to Ihew her the greateft de¬ 
ference, and do every thing in his power to 
render her captivity agreeable. 

OavAm Antony being dead, and Cleopatra a prifo- 
er.ur: A- ner, Odtavius made his entry into Alexandria. 

f ^ drU2 t00 ^ care t0 f error which the 

bJ'ith “habitant 5 of that great city were in, by the 
the phi la- careffes and fingular marks of affedtion with 
fepber A- which he honoured one of their fellow-citi- 
reuJ ' zens •, for he made his entry hand-in-hand, and 

converfing familiarly, with the philofopher A- 

reus, who was of Alexandria. The great re- 

fpedt which Octavius fliewed to this philofo¬ 
pher is a thing worthy to be obferved, and does 
great honour to learning. All the Alexandri¬ 
ans trembled, and when the conqueror was 
come into the Gymnafium, and placed himfelf 
upon the tribunal, which was there eredted, 
they proftrated themfelves with their faces to 
the ground, like criminals who waited to hear 
their fentence pronounced. O&avius prefently 
ordered them to rife, telling them that three 
motives determined him to pardon them, viz. 
the refpect he had for the memory of Alexan¬ 
der, their founder; the admiration which the 
beauty of their town occafioned in him *, and 
the friendfhip which he had for their fellow-ci¬ 
tizen Areus.

Altho* Octavius having now no more a ri- 
* val, and becoming inconteftably mafter of the 
Roman empire, fliewed, on moft occafions, a 

clemency 


* 
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clemency fuitable to his high fortune, yet he ^ 
did not leave off exercifing fuch rigours as he 
thought neceffary for his fecurity. Thus An- 
tyllus, the eldeft of Antony’s fons, being deli¬ 
vered up to him by Theodorus his preceptor, 
was condemned to death. Even the ftatue of 
Julius Caefar, which he clafped in his arms, 
could not fave him ; for they pulled him away 
from it, in order to execute him. The wretched 
tutor, who had betrayed him whofe life he 
ought to have preferved at the expence of his 
own, foon brought upon himfelf, by a frelh 
crime, the punifhment due to fo great a perfi¬ 
dy. For while the foldiers were employ’d in 
beheading Antyllus, Theodorus ftole from him 
a valuable jewel, which hung at his neck. A 
fearch was made for it, and the thief denied it •, 
but he was prefently convi&ed of the fad, and 
crucified. 

Csefario faved himfelf by flight; for his mo.- 
ther having given him great riches, fent him to 
the Indies by way of Ethiopia. But his precep¬ 
tor, whofe name was Rhodon, being as perfi¬ 
dious as Theodorus, prevailed upon him to re¬ 
turn, perfuading him that O&avius would 
make him king of Egypt. The too credulous 
pupil followed his advice •, but upon his arrival 
at Alexandria he was taken into cuftody. Oc¬ 
tavius fpared his life till Cleopatra’s death, af¬ 
ter which, as he deliberated what was beft to 
be done with Casfario, Areus determined him 
to put him to death, alluding to part of a 
verfe in Homer, the fenfe of which runs thus, 
viz. y “ A number of fovereigns is not good.’*

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A. R. 711. which he altered in this manner, u A number'of 
3 c - cc Csefars is not good for you/ 5 There was no 
occafion to prels Oftavius ftrOngly to make 
away with a perfon who had difputed with 
him the quality of Caefar’s fon; he therefore 
caufed him to be put to death. 

As to the reft of Cleopatra’s children, fie 
treated them with great gentlenefs; they were 
left to thofe who were intruded with-their edu- 
cation, and had orders to take care that they 
fhouid be provided in every thing luitable to 
their birth. 

jfr.torr.'s Odtavius was extremely complaifant to Cleo- 
fune/al. patra, whom he was afraid of driving to.de- 

fpair, becaufe he wanted, as I faid before, to 
make her the principal ornament of his tri¬ 
umph. Several kings and generals defired An¬ 
tony’s body, in order to pay the laft honours to 
it. But this confolation he referved for'Cleo¬ 
patra. She buried him with her own harids, 
and lhe was furnilhed with every thing that ihe 
defired, in order to render the funeral of fo il- 
luftrious a man, and one whom lhe fo tenderly 
loved, magnificent. 

Chspatra It is impoftible but fuch cruel mortifications 
wants to muft have a bad effect upon Cleopatra’s health, 
Ml her ft If. t 0 ado to which the contufions lhe had gi- 

Clin'd ' ven herfdf upon her bread, having brought on 
J fismiiby an inflammation, lhe was feized with a lever. 
th fear She was greatly pleafed with it, and laid hold 
*f tbtrth 0 f this opportunity to ftarve herfelf to death, 

un ^er presence of a regimen neceffary for her 
1 *' diforder. Her phyfician in ordinary, named 
':b:ldun. Olympus, was in the fecret, and from him 

Plutarch quoted the hiftory of thefe events, in 
which he himlelf had aefted a part. Odtavius 
diicovered Cleopatra’s intention, and made 

them 
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them threaten her with regard to her children. w* 

That was a battery againft which her maternal' * 3Q * 

tendernefs could not refill; and Cleopatra, for 
fear of being the caufe of their death, allowed 
herfelf to be treated as they pleafed, and re¬ 


covered. 

After Ihe was recovered, Oftavius came to O&avm 
vifit her. She was lying upon a couch in a ve - comesto 
ry carelefs manner. As foon as he entered* er ‘ 

raifed herfelf haftily, having nothing on but a 
loofe robe, and proftrated herfelf before him. 

Her misfortunes had foured the air of her 
countenance, and given her a kind of hag¬ 
gard look * hef half Was dilhevel’d, her voice 
trembling, her complexion pale, and her. eyes 
C£ft down •, on her bofom appeared the marks 
of the blows Ihe had given herfelf, and* 
in a word, her 'whole outward appearand 
difcovered evidently the deplorable condition 
Of her mind. Mean while her natural beauty* 
and the noble fprightlinefs of her looks, wer£ 
not entirely extinguiflied, and thro* all thefe 
difadvantageous external appearances thejo 
might ftill be difcovered alluring charms, which 
fhone in all her motions. Ottavius defired her 
to place herfelf on her couch, and fat down 
befide her. 

Cleopatra had prepared herfelf for this inter¬ 
view, and made ufe of every method Ihe could 
think of to found O&avius. She tried apolo¬ 
gies, intreaties, and allurements to touch his 
heart. She began with attempting to juflify 
herfelf, and to throw the caufe of the war en¬ 
tirely upon Antony, whom Ihe was forced to 
obey: But O&avius refuting all thofe excufei, 
and convincing her that Ihe was wrong in every 
prtiefej Ihe found that that fort was not tenable. 

She 
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She then fubmitted to implore his clemency. 

3C * Afterwards changing her tone, and likewife 
the lubjeft, (he turned her converfation on the 
dictator Caffar. She fhewed him feveral portraits 
of his great uncle, which flie had hung up in her 
chamber, and read to him letters full of tender- 
nefs, which fhe had received from him, and pre- 
ferved on purpofe till that time, frequently in¬ 
terrupting the difcourfe with lamentable com¬ 
plaints, and reflections on herfelf. 44 Of what 
44 fervice, cried flie, have thofe letters been to 
44 me, which that great*.man honoured'me 
“ with r \\ hy rould not I die with him 
Afterwards flie recovered herfelf, and addref- 
fing Oftavius. 44 Oh, faid fhe, I find him again 
44 in you, he revives for me in your perfon.** 
O&avius was no ftranger to this language; but 
he remained firm againft all thofe attacks,- an- 
fwering always with a cold indifference, fo that 
Cleopatra was obliged to return to affairs of 
bufinefs. 

She prefented to him an inventory of her 
treafure and jewels, which gave occafion to a 
very Angular fcene. For Seleucus, one of her 
ftewards, having alledged that the inventory 
was not juft, and that fhe had fecreted certain 
jewels which he mentioned, fhe fell into a vio¬ 
lent pafiion, ftarted from her couch, and catch¬ 
ing him by the hair, gave him feveral blows on 
the face. Octavius laugh’d at this fally, and 
defired her to defift. “ What, Sir, faid fhe, 
44 whilft you do me the honour of vifiting me 
“ in this melancholy fituation, is it not pro- 
44 yoking that one of my flaves fhould dare 
44 to affront me in your prefence ? And even 
44 fuppofing it was true, it could never be for 
“ myfelf that I fhould keep thofe ornaments, 

44 which 
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K which are now no more agreeable to my An ‘ R -7 22 * 
M fortune •, or could I be blamed for preferv- Ant *' C * j0 * 
ing fome prefents to offer to Livia and Ofta- 
via, in order to obtain, by their means, in¬ 
dulgence from you i” O&avius heard this 
fpeech of Cleopatra with pleafure, looking on 
it as a proof that fhe was determined not to 
deftroy herfelf. And he anfwered her, that fhe 
was at liberty to keep what fhe had referred, 
and that in every thing elfe he fhould take care 
to indulge her above what fhe could hope. 

He then took his leave of her, and departed, 
imagining that he had deceived her; but he 
deceived himfelf, for Cleopatra, at that time, 
was making all the preparations for death. 

She kept a correspondence with Dollabella, She h in- 
a young Roman of high birth, and attached to f ormd 
O&avius, but who, either out of compafiion,^^ 
or perhaps a much ftronger motive, interefted m ^ at ^ ace 
himfelf in the misfortunes of that princefs. H tin thru 
informed her privately, according to their a-*p. 
greement, that Oftavius was preparing to re¬ 
turn by land, taking the rout of Syria; that as 
for her, it was refolved fhe fhould be fent off 
in three days, together with her children. 

Upon this information fhe demanded tewtShegoetto 
of Oftavius to offer libations on Antony’s# T 
tomb ; which having been granted, fhe came^™^. 
with thofe women which ufually attended her, 
and throwing herfelf on the coffin, zu Omy

After thefe moving complaints, Cleopatra dtatb. 
ftrevved the coffin with flowers, and having 
kiffed it a thoufand times, ffie returned home, 
and bathed herfelf. As foon as fhe had bathed' 


ffie ordered a great, dinner to be made, during 
the. time, of which a peafant brought to her a 
covered balket. The guards having afked him 
what it was, he opened it, and taking out the 
leaves on the top, he ffiewed them fome figs. 
They admired the beauty and largenefs of them, 
and the peafant, with a very natural air defired 
them to take fome of them. As they did not 
fufpeft that he carried any thing elfe, they 
fuffered.him to pafs. 

As foon as Cleopatra had finifhed her din¬ 
ner, ffie gave to Epaphroditus a letter lealed 
to deliver to Qefar, and having caufed every ; 
body to retire,except her two women, her faith¬ 
ful companions, ffie ordered them to ffiut the. 
doors of her apartment. Oftavius upon opening 
the letter, found in it nothing but lamentable in¬ 
treaties, . Cleopatra requefting, as the greateft * 
favour,tobe buriedbefide Antony. Heeafilyap¬ 
prehended what this fignified, and had thoughts 
at firfl: of going to her himfelf; but he judged. 
it more proper to. fend fome of thole who were • 
with him to examine what had paffed. Thi9 
was accordingly done ; they ran as fall as they . 
could, and found the guards quiet at their 
pofts, not in the leaft fufpeding that any acci¬ 
dent had happened ; but upon entering the. 
chamber, they faw Cleopatra lying dead upon 
a gilded bed, arrayed in her royal robes. Of 
the two. women. who waited upon her,, one, 

named 
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name d Ins, lay dead at her miftrefs’s feet, 
' 3 °‘and the other, whofe name was Charmio, al¬ 
ready flaggering, and hardly able to fupport 
herfelf, was putting the diadem on Cleopatra’s 
head. One of thoie who came in, faying in a 
pafiion, u This is finely done, Charmio.” 
64 Yes very finely indeed, anfwered fhe, and 
worthy a princefs defcended from fo many 
“ kings. 3 ’ On pronouncing thefe words, fhe 

fell down and expired. 

As the death of Cleopatra had been fo very 
fudden, Octavius fancied at firft, that there 
might (fill remain in her fome principle of 
life, which might pofiibly be revived. He 
tried counter poifons and cauled her to be fuck¬ 
ed by pfyllse *, but all thefe efforts were in vain, 
fhe was actually dead, and Oftavius muft re- 
folve to lee his triumph deprived of fo great 
an ornament. 

It is plain from this whole account, that no 
body could certainly know what means Cleo¬ 
patra made ufe of to kill herfelf. It was fuf- 
pecled, that under the figs which were brought 
by the peafant, there was concealed an afp, 
which fhe cauled to fling her arm. They 
fancied that they obferved upon her arm, after 
her death, two very fmall, and almofl imper¬ 
ceptible punftures *, but with regard to the 
animal itfelf they faw nothing of it, only they 
imagined they could obferve the marks of its 
flight upon the fand, oppofite the windows of 
the apartment where Cleopatra died. All this, 
however, is very uncertain. Neverthelefs Oc¬ 
tavius continued firm in this opinion, becaufe 
in his triumph, he carried a pifture, in which 
Cleopatra was reprefented with an afp flicking 

to 
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to her arm. a Horace mentions it pofitively A;R * 7**. 
as a fa<ft, b Virgil has likewife a manifeft al- Ant * C ’ 3 °' 
lufion to it, and the greateft part of other 
writers have been of the fame opinion. Dio 
fpeaks of a bodkin with which Cleopatra had 
pricked herfelf, and by this means conveyed 
into her blood the fubtile poifon in which it 
had been fteeped. But this laft account of her 
death has obtained far lefs credit than tfoe other. 

After all, as there was no witnefs of it that fur- 
vived, people were reduced to fimple con- 
jeftures about it, even at the time that it hap¬ 
pened. 

Cleopatra died at the age of thirty-nine*^^,; 
after having reigned twenty-two years. During/™/*//™ of 
fourteen of which, partaking in Antony’s good for lifea*4 
fortune, flie faw all the princes and kings 0 { charaatr * 
the Eaft fubmit to her power, too happy if 
they were allowed fervilely to pay their court to 
her. Her foolilh ambition made her not fatif- 
fied with all this grandeur, but fhe wanted to 
rule over the whole Roman empire, and reign 
in the c capitol. The fruit of this audacious 
projeft, fo ill fupported on her fide, was the 
ruin both of Antony and of her. Haughtinefs 
attended her even to her laft moments. The

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-*• moft 4 difdainfui woman that ever lived, Ihe 
3 °* could not fubmit to adorn the triumph of her 
conqueror by her chains, and preferred even 
death itfelf to that ignominy. According to 
the maxims of the Pagans, this manner of 
acting was called greatnefs of foul, and was 
admired in Cleopatra by her enemies, and even 
by Odtavius himfelf. 

As tq us, if we would form a right judg¬ 
ment of this princefs, we (hall find her great 
only in her vices. It is needlefs to mention 

her diffolute manners, which are known to all 
the world. Ambition was the motive of all her 
actions, and (he thought nothing a crime which 
tended to fatisfy that paflion. She made war 
upon her eldeft brother, poifoned a fecond, 
and Arfinoe her fitter was killed by her orders. 
The abufe which (he made of Antony’s con¬ 
fidence during fo many years, and his pro¬ 
digious indulgence towards her, is an atrocious 
piece of ingratitude which (lie crowned with the 
blacked perfidy, by betraying to an enemy 
the perfcn whom (he feigned to love more than 
her life. And in order that (he might partake 
of every kind of (hame, (lie had the mortifi¬ 
cation to fee the advances which (lie had made 
towards her conqueror rejected, and thofe 
efforts by which (he tried to kindle in him a 
paffion, in which, till that time, (he had 
always triumphed, repulfed with contempt. 

She was buried near Antony according to 
her defire, and Octavius even fin idled the 
tomb which they had begun to build them-

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felves. Ht, befides, ordered an honourable 
burnt for thofe women who had accompanied *'* ’ 3 °* 
Cleopatra to her death. 

In this princefs ended the reign of the 
Lagides, which* to reckon from the death of 
Antony, had lafted two hundred and ninety- 
four years. 

Antony, when he died, was according to Antmft 
fome fifty-three years of age, and according to c ^ ara ^* 
others fifty-fix. He made a more Ihining 
figure than could well be expected from the 
merit of a man whofe vices greatly furpafled 
his talents. With the capacity to acquire 
power, but incapable of preferving it, there 
never was any perfon who had greater need of 
adverfity to make him be efteemed. All the 
vices which arife from good fortune, reigned 
in him at once, and rendered ufelefs to him 
his knowledge of war, in which he excelled 
all the generals of his time. He was naturally 
good, humane and liberal; but thefe prin¬ 
ciples of virtue, not being fcpported by a 
found, firm, and enlightened reafon* fome- 
times eclipfed him fo far, as to make him give 
way to the moft odious cruelty* and fome- 
times even degenerated into weaknefs. Born 
to be governed by women, he was a flagrant 
inflance of the infatuation, flavery, and other 
difafters, which foolifh palflons conftantly oe- 
cafion. In a word, he deferved that mankind 
fhould applaud his defeat*, and it might juftly 
be faid to be the intereft of the univerfe, that 
Antony fhould be overcome by Offtavius. 

The ftatues which had been eretted to him Veil. II, 
were thrown down after his death, by virtue^* 
of a decree of the Senate, which was palfed 
when Cicero’s fon prefided, who was then

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t £ V”ConfuI. A very fingular circumftance, and 
o ;; r ;/ 0 which was remarked by all the world as a kind 
fon, nxh* °f confolation to the Manes of Cicero, whole 

KvajCov- fon gave the laft blow of infamy and ven- 
ful, brands geance to his enemy and murderer. For the 
~ fame Senatus-Confultum ordered, that what- 
% adi-rie ever been decreed in favour of Antony 
cf the Ihould be abolilhed, that his birth-day fhould 
Senate, be ranked among thofe called unfortunate, 

and that none of the family of Antony Ihould 
ever after bear the name of Marcus. I mud 
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off the reproach of his ingratitude towards 
Cicero, by the regard which he lhewed to his 
fon. Young Cicero after the battle of Philippi, 
retired at firft to Sicily, to Sextus Pompeius. 
It is probable that he returned to Rome after 
the treaty of Mifenum, and thus being in a 
fiaiation of receiving Octavius’s favours, he 
was firft made Augur, and afterwards ad¬ 
vanced to the^Confulfhip, which he enjoyed 
from the 13 th of September to the ift of Novem¬ 
ber, in the year I am now fpeaking of. 

The itatues of Cleopatra would not have 
been lpared more than thole of Antony, if Ar- 
chibius, her generous friend, had not preferved 
them from beingdeftroyed, by giving a thoufand 
talents (about tw r o-hundred and twenty-five 
thouland pounds fterling)for them toOdtavius, 

Antony left feven children by three dif¬ 
ferent wives. He had by Fulvia Antyllus and 
Julius Antonius; by Odtavia two daughters, 
both named Antonia; by Cleopatra two fons, 
Ptolemy and Alexander, and one daughter 
named Cleopatra after her mother. We have 
already feen the melancholy fate ofAntyllus, with 

regard 
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regard to the reft, Oftavia, who continued al- R. 7*** 

ways faithful the memory of an ungrateful nt ‘ ' 3 °* 
fpoufe, took them home to her, to bred 
them up with her own children, and perform¬ 
ed the office of a mother to them all. She 
made Julius Antonius her fon-in-law, by giving 
him in marriage Marcella, whom (he had by 
her firft hulband Marcellus. She married Cle¬ 
opatra to Juba, the moft amiable and learned 
of kings, .who having been educated at Rome, 
as I faid elfewhere, and attached himfelf to 
Odtavius, was re-eftabliflftd by him upon the 
throne of his father, and continued the pofterity 
of Mafiniffa. Hiftory does not inform us 
what became of Ptolemy and Alexander, we 
only know that Oftavius fpared their lives. 

As for the two daughters which Oftavia had 
by Antony, the eldeft married DomitiusAheno- 
barbus, and the younger Antonia, fo celebrated 
for her beauty and virtue, became the wife of 
Drufus and the mother of Germanicus. By 
means of thefe alliances; Antony’s pofterity ar¬ 
rived at the fovereign power in Rome. Three 
of his defeendants were emperors, viz, Cali¬ 
gula the great*grandfon, Claudius his grand- 
fon, and Nero, who defeended from him both 
by his father and mother. For Domitius his 
father was Antony’s grandfon, and Agrippina 
his mother was his great-grand-daughter. 

Thus we fee that Octavius fupported the glory 
of his clemency, with which he had taken care 
after a certain time to adorn his victories and 
his fplendid fortune. His humanity was not 
confined to Antony’s family alone*, for he par¬ 
doned the greateft part of the Romans who 
had followed that unfortunate chief, and hiftory 
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mentions no mote than three of them who 

* * 

were punifhed with death. 

The firft of thefe was Caffius of Parma, ono 
of Caefar’s murderers, and who on that account 
could not be fpared by the fon and avenger of 
that great man. He was exafperated at his 
treatment, and wrote fome verfes up$n it : ; but 
Horace gives us no favourable idea of his tfttenjd 
in this w r ay % reprefenting him as one of thole, 
fruitful writers, who can produce whole vekime& 
without any trouble, infomuch that it was faid 
of him, that his ovfh works were fuindent to 
form a funeral pile fufficient to confume his 
body after his death. He was the laft of the 
confpirators which fuffered, as Trebonius was 
the firft. 

O&avius alfo put to death Canidius, the 

commander of Antony’s land-army at Adium, 
a violent enemy to him, and on the other 
hand, far from being faithful to his general. 
We have feen him concerned in Cleopatra’s 
plots to deceive Antdhy. Such a man docs 
not deferve to be lamented, and he ihewed. 
even a cowardly difpofition in his laft moments, 
fubipitting to death with lefs courage than be¬ 
came an old warrior, who had been bred up to 
arms from his infancy. 

The third Roman who fuffered was one 
Ovinius, an effeminate worthlefs courtier of 
Cleopatra, who debafed the fenatorial dignity 
with which he was inverted, by taking upon him 
the fuperintendence of the linnen, moveables,

Egypt 5 an office which was looked upon as ' * 
fervile among the Romans. 

We may juftly fuppofe that befides thofe 
three whofe death I have juft mentioned, and 
who are the only perfons taken notice of in 
the monuments which remain of thofe times, 
he pardoned all the reft. It muft however be 
allowed that his clemency had not that mag¬ 
nanimous generofity which lhone in his great 
uncle. His cunning and artful character dis¬ 
covers itfelf in a paffage which Dio has pre- 
ferved to us. 

OCtavius declared that he had burnt all Oaaviut 
the papers which he found belonging to An- decla [ ts ht 
tony. His intention in this was to remove all j nton y s 
fears from thofe who had any connection with papers, but 
the unfortunate party, and might be afraid of never the- 
being called to an account for their paft con- ^ kee p a 
duCt Pompey had behaved in the fame man 
ner with regard to Sertorius’s papers, and Cse- Dio. I. 
far had imitated him after the victory which LII. 
he gained over Metellus Scipio, OCtaviys 

wanted to have the honour of fo glorious an 
aCtion, and at the fame time not to deprive 
himfelf of fhe advantage which Antony’s pa¬ 
pers would give him, with regard to thofe 
who fhould be obftinate in remaining his ene¬ 
mies. Thus while he affirmed that the/ were His eon -

Alexandria the children of the molt part of the^ 
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A. R. 712- dents of Antony. There were both males and 
u ’ 5 ‘females among them, the firft retained as hof- 
tages, and the others deftined for Antony’s 
pleafures, who made no fcruple, in order to 
gratify his brutal pafiions, to dilhonour the 
the riower of the nobility of the eaft. The 
conqueror treated them all with great gentle- 
nefs; fome of them he fent back, others he 
married together, and a good many he de¬ 
tained ; but without ufing tnem harfhly. Dio 
mentions in particular Jotapa, who was to mar¬ 
ry one of Antony’s Tons ; and the brothers of 
Artaxias king of Armenia. Jotapa was fent back 
to the k-ng of the Medes her father, who 
fometime before had courted Octavius’s friend- 
fkip. But Artaxias could not obtain that his 
fons Ihould be rc-ftored to him, becaufe he had 
maffacred the Romans, who remained in his 
country. 

lamsnfe Egypt became, by the victory gained over 
ride car- Cleopatra, a conquered country, and a Ro- 
™t b man province. Octavius making uie of the 
eat of a conqueror, carried away with him 

£gp fm immenfe fums of money. The palace of the 

kings was filled with prodigious trealures, 
which Cleopatra had likewifc augmented by 
her rapines, and efpecially by plundering the 
temples of every thing which was precious in 
tnenr. The reproach of thole facrilegts fell 
upon Cleopatra, while Octavius enjoyed the 
'profit of them. He made likewile the Alex¬ 
andrians, and all the Egyptians, purchafe the 
pardons which he granted them, by the pay¬ 
ment of large taxes. Thus the money which 
he took out of Egypt amounted to fuch a 
fum as enabled him to pay all he owed his 
foldiers, and befides to give thofe who follow- 
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cd him in this laft expedition a gratuity of a A -K- 7**- 
hundred and fifty denarii * a head, to make 
amends for the plunder of Alexandria which pounds jier- 
he had deprived them of. He re-paid all he%- 
had borrowed for fupporting the war, and 
magnificently rewarded the Roman fenators 
and knights who had ferved him. In fhort 
Rome was enriched, and its temples adorned , 
with the fpoils of Egypt. 

Nothing could better difcover the immenfe 
quantity of money with which the conqueft of 
Egypt enriched Rome, than the change in 
commerce which refulted from it. The funds 
doubled their value, and the intereft of money 
was reduced to a third, falling from twelve to 
four per cent . It is true that we ought to at¬ 
tribute a part of that effeft to the peace and 
tranquillity which was entirely eftablithed, the 
firft fruits of which they had already enjoyed. 

A Province fo rich, and extremely fertile in Singular 
corn, was a very confiderable acquifition tot\^P recautl6ns 
Roman empire. Alexandria became after this 

the nurfe of Rome, fupplying that capital of regard to 
the univerfe with provifions for tour months in the go- 
the year. But to confider things in another light ^nmcnt 
this richnefs, and even this fertility, in a pro-^ tmt 
vince fo far diftant from the centre of the^f^p^‘ de 
government, might infpire with ambitious B Jud.IU 
thoughts a governor who had the command of 
it, who might flatter himfelf the more eafi- 
ly of fucceeding in fortifying himfeif, and 
making an independent dhiblifhment there, 
as the country was difficult of accefs both by ^ 
fea and land, and that nation always fickle, fu- j 2T 
perftitious to excefs, and difpofed to fedition * 
and revolts, concealing a fire which was always 
ready to break out on the flighted: occafion. 

i Alexander 
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a. r. ftz, Alexander had formerly been ftruck with 

Arrian T a PP re henfions, and had taken precautions 
HI * ' againft that danger, by dividing the authority 

among feveral perfons. Octavius took another 
Dio. method, which anfwered the fame end. He 

put at the head of that province, not an ho¬ 
nourable magiftrate, but,., a limple Roman 
knight, with the title of Prefect, having under 
Strabo. 1 . his command three legions, and fome other 
17- bodies of troops lefs conftderable, diftributed 
Seer.Aug. in different parts of the country. The firft 

whom he inverted with this office was Gallus, 
a perfon of low condition, and who owed his 
whole fortune to him. Octavius even carried 
his precautions fo far, as to forbid any fenator 
to fet his foot in Egypt without his exprefs 
permiffion. 

Bio. ]n order to prevent the effedt of the reftlefs 

and fcditious fpirit of the people, he would not 
allow them either fenate or publick council in 
Alexandria, tho’ almoft all the towns of the 
empire enjoyed this prerogative. And in ge¬ 
neral he did not eftablifh in Egypt the form of 
government which the Romans introduced into 
their new conquefts, and which had always 

Strabo fomething of the republican turn. Egypt was 

governed after quite a monarchical fyttem, and 
Tac.Ann.the prefects reprefented their ancient kings. 
II. 59 * Thefe difpofitions were fettled and parted into 

a law, and a maxim of ftate.

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ever it wanted to make it happy. The laft 
kings of Egypt had been a fet of monfters. * J 3P * 
There was nothing to be found in them but 15 ra °‘ 
cruelty, a tyrannical difpofition, and a con* 
tempt of laws and of manners. Their fmalleft 
failing was negligence. Under fuch a govern* 
tnent Egypt, in Ipite of its fertility and other 
advantages, had been very unhappy. Oftavius 
remedied thefe evils by a wife policy, and a cloftf 
attention to the good of tfce country. Thofe 
canals which came from the Nile, and were fo 
neceffary for fertilifing the foil, and fo commo¬ 
dious for the interior commerce of the coun- • 
try, were entirely fpoiled, and ftopt up with 
heaps of mud. He made his troops cleanfe 
them, and cut out new ones. But efpecially 
he encouraged the maritime commerce, for 
which Alexandria had been built, and of which, 
by its fituation, it ought to have been the cen* 
tre, if the negligence and bad conduft of its 
kings had not hindered it. Thus this great city 
was never in fo flourifhing a condition as under 
the Roman empire. It was then that it became 
truly the general magazine of all nations, and 
the chain which connefted the eaft with the 
weft. Thus Alexandria was raifed to the rarfk 
of the fecond city of the univerfe, which fhe 
conftantly afterwards enjoyed till the founds 
tion of Conftantinople. 

During the ftay which Odtavius made at A- oaanius 
lexandria, he vifited the tomb of Alexander, vifus A- 
He even touched the body, and Dio has Zander s 
thought proper to remark, that the end of the tomb ' Dl0 ' 
nofe on which he laid his hand, was reduced to 
duft under his fingers. The teftimonies of ve- Suet.Aug. 
neration which he fhe wed to the afhes of that 18 * 
conqueror, the flowers which he ftrewed upon

A.R. 722. his monument, and the crown with which he 
A. C. 3°. adorn’d him, are circumftances much more 

worthy to be remembered. They wanted like- 
wife to {hew him the tombs of the Ptolemies *, 
but he refufed it, telling them that he was cu¬ 
rious to fee a king, and not dead bodies. He 
likewife excufed himfelf from vifiting Apis, 
according to their defire, by an expreflion more 
Dio. folid and judicious than the former. “ I am 

“ accuftomed, faicfc he, to honour the Gods, 
4C and not an ox.” 

Ht leaves Towards the end of the fine feafon he left 
Egypt and Egypt, crofs’d Syria, and went into Alia, to 
faffa the paf s di e winter there. He applied himfelf to 
^ eftablifli tranquillity and his own authority in 
thofe vail countries, which till that time had 

never fubmitted to his laws; and, to make 

them immediately lenfible of the difference be¬ 
tween his government and that of Antony, he 
caufed to be replaced in the temples me fta- 
tues which his rival had taken away, to fatisfy 
the avarice of Cleopatra. A refutation which 
both religion, and the tafte the Greeks had for 
arts, rendered extremely agreeable to thefe 
people. 

Domef.ic 0 He ^d then an opportunity of concerning 
troubles a- himfelf in the affairs of the Parthians, amongft 
mong the whom troubles and divifions were excited, 

fI*"'* which were owing to the pride and cruelty of 
XlIi" and Phniates. His luccefs againft Antony having 
Dio. puffed up his courage, he gave way to his 

natural ferocity with more boldnefs and lefs 
referve than ever, and fpilt feas of Blood. 
His fubjects drove to extremity, at laft loft all 
patience, Ihook off the yoke, drove away 
Phraates, and fet up Tiridates to reign in his 
place. The dethroned king had recourfe to 

the 
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the Scythians, and with the troopsi 
lent him returned into his kingdom, 
in the mean time endeavoured to maintain 
himfelf upon the throne : and thus the Par- 
thians were engaged in a civil war, at the fame 
time with the Romans. 

Both Tiridates and Phraates courted Oda¬ 
vius’s friendship, and demanded afliftance from 
him; but he underftood his own intereft too 
well, not to be pleafed to fee the forces of a 
powerful empire, and the only rival to that pf 
Rome, deftroy each other by their inteftine 
divifions; and he anfwered that his own affairs 
occupied him entirely. During the time he 
was in Egypt, the war between the Parthians 
was determined by the vidory of Phraates and 
the expulfion of Tiridates, who retired into 
Syria with one of his enemy’s fons, whom he 
had found means to take prifoner. Odavius 
was ftill follicited by the two princes, Tiri¬ 
dates preffed him to re-eftablilh him upon the 
throne, promifing afterwards to become his 
vaffal •, and Phraate?, on the other hand, fent 
Ambaffadors to him, demanding of him to 
deliver up Tiridates his rebellious Have, and 
to fend back his fon. But Odavius hearkened 
to neither of their demands, contenting him¬ 
felf with promifing a fure refuge to'Tiridates 
in Syria, and refolving to take with him 
Phraates’s fon, as an hoftage to Rome, whi¬ 
ther he was preparing to return. 

There he would have been in very great Acovffira* 
danger, if the vigilance of Maecenas had not cy of young 
prevented it. The fon of Lepidus, a ralh and 

impetuous young man, had formed a confpi -^bortLeby 
racy to affaffinate him at his arrival. H t Maecenas. 
faw in him the deftroyer of all his relationsVeii.il. 

and 83 * 


Tiridates 
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Ao.R.721.^ fupporcers, and propofed to revenge by 
• w his death his father whom he had fpoikd of all 

his riches, his uncle Brutus whom he reduced 
to kill himfelf, and laft of all Antony, who 
had been his father-in- law, a recent victim of 
Octavius’s ambition. We have no full ac¬ 
count of this confpiracy ; nor are we able to fay 
who were the perfons whom Lepidus engaged in 
the plot. All we know, is, that their defigns 
were very foon penetrated by Maecenas. Up¬ 
on the firft fuipicion of it, that minifter ob- 
ferved every ftep that was taken, and let him 
proceed till he had fufficient proof againft him, 
which the rafhnefs of the young confpirator 
foon furnithed him with. The criminal was 

leized, committed, and put to death. 

Sri .7 a Servilia f his wife defired to follow her be- 
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loved hufband to his tomb, and carefully ob~ 
ferved by her family, having no weapon about 
her, fhe choaked herfelf, according to Vellei¬ 
us, by fwallowing live coals. It has been al- 
1 edged that the celebrated Portia, the wife of 
Brutus, fuffered the fam^kind of death *, but 
I have proved that very probably it was only a 
fable. With regard to Servilia, I have no¬ 
thing to invalidate the teftimony of Velleius. 

The mother of the confpirator, Junia fitter 

of Brutus, was included in the criminal procefs 
againft her fon, and Mscenas wanted to fend 
her to Octavius to be judged by him, or at

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leaft he demanded that (he would give fufficient £^7**. 
fecurity to appear whenever Ihe Ihould be called * ‘ s °* 
upon. Here again is a very remarkable inftance 
or the ficklenefs and inftability of human af¬ 
fairs. The conful before whom that procefs 
was carried on, and who was abfolutely to de¬ 
termine it, was one who had been profcribed, 
whom Appian calls Balbinus. Old Lepidus, 
formerly one of the three authors of the pro- 
fcription, faw himfelf obliged to implore , the 
prote&ion of that conful, having fallen into 
luch difcredit and negledt, that he could not 
find any perfon to become fecurity for ‘his 
wife. He frequently waited before Balbinus’s 
door, without gaining accefs, and when he 
wanted to approach the tribunal the liftors 
pufhed him back. At laft he forced himfelf 
in, and accofted Balbinus in the following 
manner. “ The accufers themfelves acknow- 
u ledge my innocence, and do not reproach 
u me as being an accomplice either with my 
“ wife, or with my fon. As to you, it was 
not I who profcribed you, and I fee myfelf 
“ at prefent inferior to feveral whom I former- 
“ ly did profcribe. Confider then the changes 
« of fortune to which mankind is fubjefr. 

“ Behold Lepidus, who prefents himfelf a 
“ fupplicant before you. Touched with fuch 
“ a fpeftacle, either accept me as fecurity for 
“ my wife, or fend me with her bound hand 
“ and foot to Qefar.” The conful relented 
at this fpeech of Lepidus, and he excufed Ju- 
nia from the neceflity of giving fecurity. 

Oftavius fpent in Afia the end of the year 
of his fourth confulfhip, and the winter fol¬ 
lowing, when he was conful for the fifth time, 
together with Sex Apuleius.

The fenate had not heard of the entire de¬ 
feat and death of Antony, to decree honours 
OaoKitt to his vanquifher. Immediately after the bat- 
ty thi t j e 0 f Aclium, they publifhed an order for 

his triumphing over Cleopatra, and to this ho¬ 
nour, which might be called premature, as the 
war was not yet finilhed, they added feveral 
others. It was given out that they intended 
to erect for him two triumphal arches, the one 
at Brundufium, and the other in the forum at 
Rome; that they would confecrate in the tern- 
pie erected in honour of Julius Caefar the 
prows of the veffels taken at Adtium ; 
that they would celebrate games every five 
years in honour of Odtavius; that his birth¬ 
day, and that on which the news of his victo¬ 
ry arrived at Rome fhould be kept as fefti- 
vals; that upon his return, the veftals, the fe- 
nators, and all the citizens, together with their 
wives and children, fhould go out to receive 
him. With regard to the crowns and ftatues 
which were decreed to him, Dio has judged it 
iuperfluous to give a lift of them, and it 
would ftill be a more ufelefs talk at this 
time of day. even fuppofing the records we 
have of it to be exact. 

The death of Antony, which crowned and 
confirmed Octavius’s profperity, became an 
occafion and motive of new homages being 
paid to his good fortune. They decreed him 
a new triumph on account of his conqueft of 
Egypt; for they obferved that decorum in 
the title of the triumphs, to make no mention 
neither of Antony, nor of the Romans who 

followed 
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followed him. They likewile ordered that An * R * 7-3* 
the day on which Alexandria was taken fhould* ’ ‘ ** 
be celebrated as a feftival, and ferve as an 
epocha for the Egyptians to date their year 
from. 

All this however was only honourary. But New pri * 
they added to it fomething more fubftaniial, 
by decreeing to Oftavius for his whole life- 
time the tribunitial power, with a right ftill^ 
more extenfive than that of the tribunes, 
whole authority was confined within the walls 
of the city, whereas they allowed him to ex- 
ercife his as far as a mile’s diftance from Rome. 

This power had been offered him fome years 
before, as I have already obferved, but he did 
not accept of it. He ftill perfifted even at 
this time to refufe it, and it was not till after 
he had abdicated his eleventh confulfhip, that 
the fenate having offered it to him anew, he 
confented at laft to receive it, in order that he 
might have a lading title of authority and 

pre-eminence in Rome over all the magiftrates. 

They acknowledged him in fome meafure the 
chief of the republic, by ordering that his name 
fhould be added to thole of the fenate and 
people in the prayers and vows which the 
priefts fhould offer up for the fafety of the 
empire. In fine, on the firft of January , the 
conful his colleague, and the whole fenate, 
fwore to obferve his decrees and orders \ a 
duty paid only by fubjefts towards their fove- 
reign. They granted him befides fome parti¬ 
cular rights, as that of augmenting as he 
pleafed the number of the priells ; a right 
which both he and his fucceffors gloried in fo 
much, that the number of thole in Rome 
cloathed in different facerdotal robes became 
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"l ? ' C 7Z J ' e xcefTive, and in the time of Dio it would 
‘ ” 9 have been a difficult tafk to keep an exadt re- 
gifler of them.

It was like- 
wile enjoined to offer him libations at all their 


feafts, whether publick or private, and Ho¬ 
race affures us that this cuftom was eftablifhed 


and kept up. 5 “ Every citizen (fays he to 
“ Auguftus, in an ode which was publifhed a 
56 great while after the time I am now fpeak- 
“ ing of) invites you as a titular God to his 
lt defert. He addreffes you with humble 
“ prayers, pours out libations in honour of 
“ you, and renders you the fame homage as 
41 to his houfehold Gods. In the fame man- 


“ ner as Greece deified Caftor, and the great 
“ Hercules, out of gratitude.” 

Ta m:. Octavius received all thofe honours, both 
ts ofkxi human and divine, with fome others I have 
\:e:s:rr to not mentioned, to avoid being tedious •, at 
— ^ he refufed but very few of them. For 
r.^r^ef- example, he declared abfolutely that he did not 
peetaiJj tic defire the whole number of citizens fhould go 

out to meet him at his entry into Rome. 
Further, not only thofe titles which had power

annexed 
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annexed to them, but even thofc which cou-d A - * 7*r 
only be regarded as merely honorary, pleafed AttU C ‘ * 9 ‘ 
him in Itveral rdpefts. His vanity was flat¬ 
tered by fo many teftimonies of veneration, 
and belides he knew that whatever heightens 
the majefty of the lawgiver in the eyes of the 
people, difpofes them more to obey him. 

To this principle ought to be attributed his ^ ^iP rs 
willingnefs to receive divine honours efpecially/^*/*^ 
and his zeal of having them bellowed on his^^w-* 
adoptive father. He had caufed a temple to pies to bis 
be erefred to him in Rome, and he confentcd,/*^ r *«^ 
at the time I am now fpeaking of, that the peo- rt f}im ' 
pie of Afia fhould build one to him at Ephe- 
iiis, and the Bithynians at Nice, to pay ho¬ 
nours to him in the fame manner as they did at 


Rome ; and he ordered the Romans eftabliflied 
in thofe provinces to worfhip in thefe temples 
together with the natives of the country, 
though Julius could reap no advantage from 
thofe homages; yet they reflected in fome 
meafure upon his fon who reprefented him. 

It was not however fufficient for Oftavius 


to be the fon of a God, but he wanted to pals 
for one himfelf. However, he was more re- 
ferved with regard to Rome, where he never 
fuffered them to confecrate any place for his 
worfhip, though he allowed it in the pro-Suet. Aug. 
Vinces. Afia and Bithynia firfl let the exam-5 2 - 
pie ; for at the fame time that they built thofe 
temples I have mentioned in honour of Julius 
Gelar, they ere&ed others to Oftavius in the 
towns of Pergamus and Nicomedia. They 
likewife aflbeiated with him, by his order, the 
city of Rome, which in fome meafure forcen- 
ed the odium of thofe. facriiegious honours. 
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As no contagion is fo infe&ious as that of 
' Batter} 7 , fo prefently all the provinces followed 
the example fet them by the Afians and Bi- 
thynians. Throughout the whole empire there 
Philo ad was nothing but temples, folemn games, and 
Cakm. facerdotal colleges, erefted in honour of the 

mafter of the univerfe •, and thefe temples 
were commonly more beautified and ornament¬ 
ed than thofe of the ancient divinities, whom a 
modern and vifible God eclipfed. The Alex¬ 
andrians in particular built a magnificent tem¬ 
ple to him, to which were added portico’s, 
libraries, courts, facred groves, porches and 
walks, w r here they honoured him under the 
title of Cicjdr tbeproUEtor and patron of Sailors. 

This flattery was (till carried to greater excefs 

* - ^ _ 

with regard to his fucceflors, moft part of 
whom delerved a fcaffold more than an altar. 
In the mean while Italy and Rome were fa¬ 
voured, and Dio affures us that till his time 
there was no temple erefted to any emperor 
while alive, at leaf! by perfons worthy to be 
mentioned. After their death every body is 
acquainted with the ceremony of the Apothe- 
ofis, in confequence of which they had all di¬ 
vine honours paid them. 

Further it is proper to obferve, that that im¬ 
pious cuftom of giving and receiving worfhip 
relerved for God alone was of a long Handing 
Fit. Liv. among the Romans *, for a great while before 
XUII. this time the provinces ot the empire had 
fc. erected temples to the city of Rome as to a 
Saet. Aug.Goddefs, and frequently the fame honours had 
5 2 * been paid to Ample pro-confuls. O&avius 

therefore was not more culpable than thofe 
who preceded him ^ but in joining him with 
others I do not pretend to diminifh his crime. 
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I Ihouldrather chufe to point out,howeven that A> R, c 7 ^ 
part of mankind which was then the moll en- m ’ ** 9, 
lightened fuffered itfclf to be corrupted by the 
voice of the tempter, you faid to our firll pa¬ 
rents, ye Jhall be like Gods. 

I have referved till now the two decrees of 
the fenate which flattered Oftavius moll, be- 
caufe they were of a very Angular nature, and 
even the fatisfadlion he had in them does ho¬ 
nour to him. 

The firll ordered the temple of Janus to be The temple 
Ihutup, as a token of univerfal peace. Th t°fJ anui 
Romans were much delighted with this; 
the difturbances raifed by the Trevii in Gaul, 
and the Cantabrii in Spain, did not deferve 
the name of a war. Every body knows that 
fince the foundation of Rome, the temple of 

Janus had never been Unit but twice ; the firll 
in the reign of Numa, and again after the firll 
Punic war. It was this which rendered the 
honour that was fo rare of having Ihut 1 the 
gates of war, as Virgil calls them, more pre¬ 
cious in the eyes of Octavius. He was fenli- 
ble that the glory of being the rellorer of 
peace to the univerfe far excelled the fplendor 
of the greateft conquelts •, and he deferved to 
be congratulated on this fentiment. 

The objeft of the fecond decree nearly re- 
fembled the other; for he likcwife renewed, 
after a long interval, a pacific ceremony which 
they called the Augur of fcfety, and which Dio The Augur 
explains nearly in thefe terms. This is a kind« 
of Divination, fays that Hillorian, by which renevie ^ 
the Romans pretend to inform themfelves

nation *, not thinking it lawful even to demand 
it unlcisthey h^ve authority for it from heaven. 
F/.w -k The nrft magiftratc in Rome coniuits the aui- 
; : ‘ f pi ces with this intent, and the day on which 
AJ. 171 .. he performs this religious office, mu ft be a day 
r ‘ of entire peace, on which there is neither any 

body ot troops letting out for war, nor an 
enemy’s army in the field, nor any military 
precautions a going on, nor apprehcnlions of 
a battle. This ceremony, which ought to have 
been r. netted every year, had been performed 
for the lalt time thirty tour years before, in 
the confulfnip of Cicero, when Pompey had 
happily terminated the war againft Mithri- 
clates. Since that time, on account of the fo¬ 
reign and civil wars, they had never been able 
to find a day when it was polTible for them to. 
perform the tr-gur of fofey. We now lee the 
reafun why Octavius was charmed at having an 
opportunity to renew it •, for it declared him 
the Saviour of the republic, and this encomi¬ 
um was likewiie be ft owed on him by an k in- 
feription dated in his fifth confullhip. 

^T' ;r T Oftavius after a ft ay of feveral months in 
T-:’' " jf Afia, went into Greece, and from thence to 

Italy, entering Rome in a triumphant manner. 
He had three triumphs at that time to cele¬ 
brate. The ft: ft was ever the Dalmatians, 
Panonians, Iapydm, and other neighbouring 
nations, to which were joined in the title of 
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the triumph the Morini, a people of Gaul, An * R ; 7*3* 
and the Suevii, of Germany, whom Carrinas Anl,C * * 9 ’ 
his lieutenant had reduced to obedience. The 
fecond triumph was for the vidory at Adium, 
and the third for the conqueft of Egypt. 

We have no very accurate defcription of 
thefe triumphs-, but there is no doubt of their 
pomp being magnificent, feeing the whole 
known world contributed to embellifli them. 
Together with the fpoils of the vanquifhed, 
they carried crowns and other gifts, which 
their allies were accuftomed to offer on luch 
occafions, as a tribute of acknowledgment 
and congratulation. Thefe were followed by 
the triumphal chariot of Odavius, whole 
vidory was greatly exalted by his youth ; for 
he then only entered into his five and thir¬ 
tieth year. The Hate horfes were mounted, Suet. Tib. 

that on the right by Marcellus, nephew to 6 * 
Odavius, and defigned by him for his fuccef- 
for, in cafe he fhould have no heirs of his 
own * and that on the left by Tiberius, the 
fon of Livia, who was at that time about 
fourteen years old. After the chariot marched 
the conful Potitus, who was chofe in the place 
of Apulius *, all the magiftrates with the orna¬ 
ments of their dignity, and all the fena- 
tors who had followed Odavius in the wars, 
and contributed to his vidory, cloathed in 
robes embroidered with purple. The army 
diltributed into legions and cohorts, doled the 
proceflion. Thole officers and foldiers who 
had received military rewards (of whom there 
was a great number) carried the fignals of 
their bravery, the glory of which reflected up¬ 
on their general. Agrippa, whether he took 
his place among the fenators, or at the head of 

I 4 the 
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•the a^my, fhone above all the reft by his 
Tea-green ftandard, which Octavius had given 
him as a proof and monument of the fhare he 
had in the victory at Aftiuni. I mention no¬ 
thing of the infinite number of people which 
were gathered together to behold the tri- 
umph. 

Of all the triumphs the laft, in which the 
fpoils of Egypt were difplayed, was by far 
the richeft. Cleopatra was intended to have 
been the principal ornament of it, and in or¬ 
der to fuppiy her perfon, Octavius caufed 
them to carry a picture of her, which repre- 
fented her lying on a bed, having an afp or two 
fixed to her arm. The children of that queen, 
Alexander and Cleopatra, were there led cap¬ 
tives. Their brother Ptolemy had probably 
died after the taking of Alexandria. The 
chariot was dcubdefs preceded by feveral o- 

1 v 

ther prifoners, or hoftages of different courts 
of the eaft •, but of thole we have no particu¬ 
lar account, and we know no other of that 
number but Alexander the brother of Jambli- 
cus, whom I have mentioned elfewhere, and 
Adiatorix and his children, whofe fortune had 
fomething extremely affecting and interefting 
in it. 

Adjatorix was defeended from the Tetrarch 
of Gallo-Grecia, and Antony had made him 
prince of the city of Heraclcum and of Pontus. 
C Part of that town was then inhabited by a Ro- 
1. man colony, and Adjatorix taking advantage 
of the troubles the Romans were in, attacked, 
during the night, thofe who compofed that 
colony, under pretence of an order from Am 
tony, and put them all to the fword. G&a- 
vius thought he ought not to leave this crime 

unpu- 
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unpunifhed, and after having led Adjatorix, A - R * 7**. 
his wife and children in triumph, he con- Ant ‘ C * j9, 
demned him to die, together with the eldeft 
of his fons. There were three of them in all, 
and when they were condufted to the place of 
execution, the fecond, out of an admirable ge- 
nerofity, maintained that he was the eldeft, 
and therefore the fentence of death refpefted 
him. He who was truly the eldeft, and was 
called Dyteutus, would not yield in point of 
generofity to his brother, but claimed his right 
of birth, the privilege of which was a bloody 
death. The conteft between them was pretty 
long, and the two brothers renewed the dis¬ 
pute fo much celebrated between Pylades and 
Oreftes. At laft however their relations hav- 
ing reprefented to Dyteutus, that as he was 
the eldeft, he could the better fupport his 
mother and the youngell of his brothers, he 
yielded, and the fecond was beheaded in his 
ftead. This furprizing adventure made a 
great noiie, and Oftavius on being informed 
of it was forry for the rigour he had exercifed 
on that family. He was defirous to repair it 
as much as poflible, and he gave to Dyteutus 
the priefthood of Bellona at Comanus in Pom 
tus, a confiderable eftablilhment, and of which I 
have had occafion to fpeak more than once. 

The triumphs of Oftavius were feen with Osiaviuti 
great pleafure by the Romans, and the whole triumphs} 
nation took part in them with a fincere 
All men of fenfe obierved a great difference b 
tween Oftavius and Antony, and fince they 
muft have a mafter, they judged that fortune 
had ufed them very favourably by giving 
them the ableft and wifeft of the two. The 
common people were gained by his attention

munificence. 

H't uatn> I have already obferved that he re-imburfed 
ficencc. them all the money they had advanced to him, 

and remitted a!i that was due of the laft taxes. 
He alfo exculed the towns of Italy from fur- 
cifhing crowns which they ufed to beftow on 
triumphers, or any thing inftead of them. 
Not content with thofe proofs of juftice and 
moderation, he added to them immenfe dif- 
tributions or money. He gave * four hundred 
fefterces a head to the lower clafs of citizens. 
And after beftcwir.g this gilt in his own name, 
to all who were above the age of feventeen or 
pezeefor- eighteen years, he extended it to the children, 

under the name of Marcelius. The foldiers, 
to the number of one hundred and twenty 

of him a f thoufand fef- 
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In lhort upon fending them to 
colonies, he diftributed large fums, in 
order to recompence thofe in the towns and 
countries where they were eftabiifhed, grant¬ 
ing the fame indulgence not only to Italy, but 
a Ho to the provinces, which had never been 
done before. 

Such liberalities as thefe were a powerful 
allurement •, and that happy tranquillity which 
they faw reftored after fo many troubles and 
misfortunes, difpofed them to love the author 
of the public felicity, and to prefer his yoke 
to a tumultuous liberty, the fource of ambi¬ 
tious projects for the great, and of calamities 
for the people. 

Octavius celebrated thefe three triumphs in 
the month of Auguft , three days fucceflively. 
Afterwards Carrinas and Autronius Pretus tri¬ 
umphed. the one over the Morini and the Sue- 

vii, 
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v ii, and the other over Africa. Autronius’sex- An.R.723. 
ploits muft not have been very inconfiderable, Ant * C * * 9 ' 
feeing Oftavius, whofe lieutenant he was, did 
not comprehend him at all in his triumph. As 
to thofe of Carrinas, they had adorned the 


triumph of his general before they procured 
the fame honour to himfelf. Dio obferves that 


his father had been profcribed by Sylla, and 
that confequently the fon was excluded from 
all offices and honours by the iawsof the fame 
dictator. He nevertheless obtained every thing 
which the ambition of a Roman could defire, 


viz. The confulfhip and a triumph. A new 
example of the inconftancy of fortune in her 
changes for the better, as iometimes they are 
for the worfe. 


The whole month of Auguft was fpent in Dtdieati- 
feafts and rejoicings. Odtavius after his tri- ons °f ttm ‘ 
umphs dedicated a temple to Minerva, and^ 
another in honour of Julius Caefar, likewife a ^i/dbig!! 
grand building defigned for the affemblies of Feafr and 
the fenate which he called the Palace of Ju - rejoicings , 
Uus. In this palace he confecrated a ftatue of 
Vidtory, which ftill remain’d in the time of 
Dio ♦, and his intention, according to that hif- 
torian, was to certify by that monument, that 
he obtained his right of fupreme command by 
vidtory and arms. He adorned the two 
temples juft now mentioned, and likewife feve- 
ral others, with precious ornaments carried 
out of Egypt. Thus he placed in the temple 
of Venus a golden ftatue of Cleopatra, and 
likewife embellifhed that Goddefs with thofe 


magnificent pendants which I have mentioned 
elfewhere. But the greateft part of the riches 
which were the fruits of his vidtory he placed 
in the capitol. He even caufed a decree to be

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A - R ^ : =3-paffed in the fenate, if we may believe Dio* 

' ' 9 ‘to take out of it as prophane and polluted (but 
I cannot imagine in what refpect) all the trea¬ 
sures which had formerly been amaffed there, 
in order that the place might be left free for 
the new offerings which he there confecrated. 
I do not think we can refer to a more Suitable 
occaficn than this, the prodigious gift men- 
Suet Aug. tioned by Suetonius of Sixteen thoufand pound 

weight of gold, and to the value of one 
hundred ahi fifty millions of * fefterces m 
r.:r.r\r.:b jewels, offered at once by Octavius to Jupiter 
kxa Capitolinus.

To all thefe different kinds of lkews, 06 la- 
jangamt . vius added one which he was particularly fond 

of, it was that called the Trojan game, fo well 
defer ibed by Virgil, in the fifth book of his 
fEneid, and which confifted of horfe-courfes, 
performed by the children of the prime nobi¬ 
lity. They divided themlelves into different 
Squadrons according to their age, and at the 
Suet. Tib. games I now Speak of, Tiberius commanded 
6- the Iquadron of the firft rank. Oftavius was 

pleafed 
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pleafed with this exercife as Gefar had been be- 
fore, becaufe he encouraged the opinion of nt ’ ,19 ‘ 
the ancient nobility of the Julii afeending as 
high as jEneas. Befides he thought it proper 

in every refpedl for the young nobility to be¬ 
gin in this manner to make themfelves known, 
and draw upon them the regard of the ci¬ 
tizens. 

The joy of thefe feafts, which lafted feve- 
ral days, was a little difturbed, but not inter- 
rupted, by Oftavius’s indifpofition, his ftate 
of health being very delicate. He defired 
that the fhews might be continued, though he 
was not able to be prefent at them, and he 
gave a commifiion to others to prefide in his 
ftead. 

During all the time of the games the ie- 
nators having diftributed themfelves in a 
proper manner, kept open tables by turns, in 
the porches of their houfes; and they invited 
every one that paffed to come and eat with 
them, in the fame manner as was pradlifed on Tit. Liv. 
other occafions of public rejoicings. ***• z 9 - 

Oftavius did not content himfelf with thefe #**)^*’ 
temporary feafts. He wanted to tranfmit to monuments 
poftery lafting monuments of a victory which of bis vk- 

rendered him mafter of the world, and thefe tor y at 

he eredted at Adtium and in Egypt. tT/”* 

Upon the promontory of Adtium there was Egypt. 
a temple of Apollo, which he enlarged andFrein- 
embellifhed. They had celebrated there time* he ™- 
out of mind games every three years in honour^ 
of that God. He encreafed the fplendor and 
pomp of thefe games, but he prolonged the 
interval between them, and ordered, very pro¬ 
bably to avoid their being abufed, the com¬ 
mon confequence of too frequent repetitions, 

that 
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3 - that they fbould be celebrated only once in 

9 ' five years. Theie are known in hiftory under 
the name ot the A ft i an games. Befides, he 
encloied with walls the camp which he there 
occupied, and formed it into a town which he 
called Nicopolis, the City of Viftory. In order 
to people it, he tranfported thither the inhabi¬ 
tants of Ambracia, and of fome other neigh¬ 
bouring towns, which had fuffered fo greatly 
by the wars between the Macedonians and the 
Romans in this country, that they were rendered 

almoft defolate. He granted to the Nicopoli- 
tans excellent privileges, and among others 
that of fharing in the council of the Am- 
phiftyons, an ancient and refpeftable tribunal* 
where all Greece was reprefented by twelve de¬ 
puties of the principal ftates. This town be¬ 
came afterwards very flouriihing, and at the 
time when Strabo wrote was improving every 
day. That fpot of ground where Oftavius’s 
tent had been pitched was diftinguifhed from 
the reft of the town, being furrounded with 
walls of free-ftone, adorned with prows of 
veffels taken in the engagement, and confe- 
crated by a ftatue of Apollo which was placed 
in the open air without any covering. Ofta- 
vius even immortalized an afs and his leader, 
becaufe they had afforded a happy prefage to 
him. The morning he went out of his camp 
to fight Antony, having met a man who was 
leading an afs, he afked him his name, and 
the name of his beaft. My name, fays he, is 
Eutycbus , which fignifies happy, and my alVs 
name is Nicon, which fignifies conqueror. 
Whether this adventure was purely accidental* 
or artfully contrived by Oftavius to encourage 
his foldkrs, he thought proper to preferve the 

memory 
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memory of it, and erefted in Nicopolis two An ' R -7*3* 
ftatues reprefenting the afs and his mafter. ' * 29% 

Such were the monuments, and in a man¬ 
ner the trophies with which Oftavius took 
pleafure to adorn that place which had been 
the witnefs of the decifive action of his for¬ 
tune. In Egypt where he had finifhed his 
vidtory, but without any danger, he built a 
fecond Nicopolis, upon the ground where he 
fought againft Antony before Alexandria, and 
there inftituted games like thofe at Adtium. 

In this manner Odtavius congratulated him- 
felf in the view of the whole world, on being ^dwhich 
arrived at the height of his wilhes. The me- ,^ 7 ^ 

thods- by which he attained them, have been to thefwe- 
confidered by his cotemporaries in very diffe- reignty of 
rent lights, and Tacitus has furniflied us with tkeem P ir * 
a double view of it, which feems entirely 
adapted to terminate the reprefentation which light, 

I have attempted to give of it at fome length. 

He mentions the fpeeches which were 
made on Auguftus the day of his funeral h 
Thofe who favoured his memory faid, that 
a juft fenfe of gratitude and regard for his 
adoptive father, ' together with the neceffi- 
ty of the republick at a [time when the 
laws had loft their power, had forced him 
to engage in the civil war, and that if his 
condudt in it was fometimes blame-worthy,

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7 -3-it was becaufe it was not poffible otherwife to 
29 'raife forces proper for fuch an enterprize, nor 
to govern them by the rules of an exaft vir¬ 
tue. That he found hirrlfelf under a neceffity of 
granting many things to Antony, and even to 
Lepidus, in order to have it in his power to be 
avenged of the murderers of his father. And that 
afterwards, one of his two colleagues having dis¬ 
graced himfelf by his effeminacy and inca¬ 
pacity, and the other ruined himfelf by his 
debaucheries, he found that the government 
of one perfon was the only remedy for the 
misfortunes of his country, fatigued and worn 
out by difcords which could not be recon¬ 
ciled. 

But “ others who were lefs difpofed to judge 
well of Odlavius, alledged on the contrary, 
that the defire of revenging his father, and the 
diforders of the ftate, were only a pretext ; 
that the ambition of governing was the true 
motive which induced him to fhew his ge- 
nerofity to the veterans, to affemble an army 
without any character of publick authority.

for Pompey’s party, in order .to take advan¬ 
tage of the good will* which it bore to that 
caufe. That having ufurped the fafces and 
•the praetorian power by a decree of which the 
fenate did not forefee the confequences, after 
the fatal death of Hirtius and Panfa, who had 
thrown out a great many afperfions againft him, 
he had taken poffeffion of the troops of both. 
That he had taken poffeffion of the confulfhip 
contrary to the inclination of the fenators, and 
immediately after turned againft the republic 
thofe arms (he had put into his hands to make 
war againft Antony. That it was juft to 
blame the profcriptions and the diftributions of 
lands to the foldiers, feeing thofe who were 
the immediate authors of them never dared to 
juftify them. That they could very well for¬ 
give him the death of Caffius and the two 
Brutus’s, as due to the vengeance of his father ; 
(although after all it would have been more ge¬ 
nerous to have facrificed his particular enmities 
to the good of the public) but that he had 
impofed upon Sextus Pompeius by a falfe 
Ihew of peace, ,and on Lepidus by an external 
appearance of friendfhip. That his condutt 
had been the fame with regard to Antony, 
whom he had deceived by the treaties of 
Tarentum and Brundufium, and by the mar¬ 
riage of his fifter; and who at laft fuffered 
death by this fraudulent alliance. 

Thefe two opinions, fo oppofite to each 
other, neverthelefs contain fomething true in 
each of them. The laft expreffes naturally 
O&avius’s intentions, and the other fhews 
the advantages he procured to the empire.

the fport of the paffions, the divine Provi¬ 
dence which governs them, and direfts them 
to the execution of his defigns of mercy to¬ 
wards mankind. Chrift, who had been ex¬ 


pected four thoufand years, was now foon to 
be born, and every thing was ordered to fa¬ 
cilitate the propagation of that heavenly doc¬ 
trine which he brought with him. 

The vaft extent of the Roman empire, in 
connecting together, by a free and conftant 
commerce, all the parts of the then known 
world, opened all the ways for the preachers 
of the Gofpel *, to which the terrible calami¬ 
ties of civil wars would have been a very great 
obftacle. The Prince of peace mull then be 
bom in the bofom of peace * and thus God 
railed up Oftavius to put an end to all dif- 
fentions, and eftablifh a lafting tranquillity in 
the empire. Even the eftablilhment of mo¬ 
narchy in the Roman empire entered into the 
defigns of God, with regard to his church. 
Societies are attached to their particular maxims 3 
and we fee that the fenate of Rome continued 


ftill Pagan a great while after Chriftianity was 
mounted on the throne. The religion of 
Chrift would have fuffered an implacable and 
eternal war on the part of the fenate, provided 
the power had continued in its hands * and 
the converfion of Conftantine alone gave peace 
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to the Church for ever, after it had been ha- ^’ nt R ^ 7 * 3 * 
raffed and perfecuted for the fpace of three n * 
ages. 

It is with this refleftion that I take leave of 
my readers upon finifhing this work, which I 
have put the laft hand to in obedience to the 
commands of a matter, whofe memory I 
lhall always refpeft, becaufe in him piety 
equalled his other talents. Happy, if in fol¬ 
lowing his footfteps, I regard all I can gather 
from Pagan antiquity, as the riches of Egypt* 
which ought to be confecrated to God and 
Jefus Chrift. Happier ftill, if by the fame 
Spirit direfting my pen, I fhall be able to in- 4 
fpire the like fentiments in thofe who do me 
the honour of becoming my readers.

They requefi him to continue it. His care of his troops. 
He takes the city after a vigorous refiftance, burns 
it. and puts the inhabitants to the fword, 148. He 
fends I abienus with four legions againft the Senones, 
pafles the Allier with fix others and befleges Gergovia, 
143. The revolt of theiEdui gives him thoughts of raifing 
the fiege of Gergovia, 146.
